From the Loxvox GAZ ET TE. 
Hague, October 23. 
The following relation of the action of 


the 15th at Campen, has been received 
here from an officer of diſtinction in the 


Troops under the command of” his Serene 
Highneſs the Hereditary Prince of Rrunſ- 
aich, in a letter dated the 1 7th in- 


tant. 
De Caſtries having drawn his 
forces together, by forced 
marches, reached Rhynberg, and on 
the 14th, obliged our light troops to 


quit their poſt there. His Serene High- 


neſs the Hereditary Prince was there in 
. perſon, in order to ſupport them, but 
found it impracticable. His horſe was 
wounded in this ſhort but briſk afair. 


Major-general de Bock's corps, which 


his Serene Highneſs immediately order- 
ed to join him, could not arrive till 
the next morning at 6 o'clock ; Lieut. 


Gen. Waldegrave's at 11; and Lieut, 
Gen. Howard's. in the evening, 
when it grew dark. Four Hanoverian 
battalions of thoſe that were deſtined 
for the ſiege, and were ſtill on their 
march, could not complete their junc- 
tion the ſame night. It was neceſjary 
to engage at a ſufficient diſtance from 
the banks of the Rhine, in order to 
run no riſks in caſe of accident; eſpe- 
cially as our principal bridge was ſo 
much impaired by the current of high 
water, and the ſtorm there had been, 
that the troops and the cannon had 
paſſed 1t with difficulty. 

The troops were poſted in ſuch a 
manner, as to have Rhynberg in their 
front, and Offenberg in their rear. 

The enemy left no more than five 
battalions and ſome ſquadrons at Rhyn- 
berg, and marching by the left, came 
to encamp behind the con vent of Cam- 


pen. 
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pen. According to our intelligence of 


their ſtrength, they had not then been 


joined by their laſt troops, which were 
to arrive the next and following day. 
Hereupon his Serene Highneſs thought 
it abſolutely neceſſary to make uſe of 
his time that night, in order to ſur- 
prize M. de Caſtries in his camp, and 
thereby to beat him, if poſſible. His 
Serene Highneſs had under his com- 
mand 20 battalions, and as many ſqua- 
drons ; but, as has been ſaid before, 
ſeveral battalions had not been able to 
come up in time; and 4 of them, 
together with 5 ſquadrons, were left 
under Major-General Bock, in order 
to obſerve Rhynberg, and to attack 
that poſt, in caſe of ſucceſs on the fide 
of Campen. | 

M. de Caſtries had zo battalions 
and 38 ſquadrons. 

His Serene Highneſs marched at 10 
o' clock in the evening. To reach the 
enemy's camp, it was neceſſary to over- 
power Fiſcher's corps, which occupied 
the convent of Campen, at half a 
league in the front of the camp. This 
could not be done without firing ſome 
muſket- hot, which gave the alarm to 
M. de Caſtries, and enabled him, at 
the ſame time to put his troops haſtily 
under arms. He was however attack- 
ed, and drove back twice. It was a 
terrible and well-ſupplied fire of muſ- 
ketry, from 5 in the morning till 


about g at night, without eeaſing. 


His Serene Highneſs had his horſe kil- 
led under him, and received a flight 
hurt, by the ſame, ſhot, in his leg. 
His Highneſs, at length, ſeeing that it 


would be to no purpole to perſiſt in 


the attempt of driving the enemy out 
of the wood, of which they had poſ- 
ſeſſed themſelves, and our infantry ha- 
ving ſpent all their ammunition, he 
found himſelf obliged to order a re- 
treat, which was executed without a 
briſk purſuit from the enemy. Our 
loſs in this action is computed to be 
about 1200 men, and that of the ene- 
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my is thought to be much greater. i 


We took a pair of colours and 2 pie- 


ces of cannon, and loft 1 of our on, 
- which burſt. M. de Segur, Lieutenant- 
General, M. de Wangen, Brigadier- 

7 officers, and 
ſome hundreds of private men, were 


General, with ſevere 


made priſoners; and on our fide, 
Lieut. Col. Pitt and Lord Downe, who 


were wounded, are in the hands of 


the enemy. Lieut, Gen. Waldegrave, 


Major Gen. Griffin, (who was ſlightly ' 
wounded in the thigh) Lord George 
Lenox, and ſeveral other officers, as 


well Britiſh as Har vgerians and Heſ- 


fans, cannot be ſufficiently commend- 


ed. The cavalry behaved extremely 


well. Major Gen. Elliot, Lieut. Col. 


Harvey, and another officer of rank, 


whoſe name is not known, were 


wounded, but not dangerouſly. The 


Hereditary Prince marched by Gende- 


rich on the 16th in the morning. An 


attack was made on an advanced body 


of our troops, which was poſted in a 
wood before Elverick, and extended 
along the Rhine, with its right at 
Geit, and ſome battalions beyond it to 
cover its flank. The firing both of 


cannon and ſmall arms laſted till night. 


A column of the enemy's infantry, 


which was thought to be the vanguard 


commanded by M. de Chabot, march- 


ed through Walach, and took poſt at a 


quarter of a league's diſtance in our 
front among ſt the thickets. Tae Rhine 
was ſo much ſwelled, and the banks of 


it, about the Carthuyſer Inſul, ſo over- 
flowed, that the bridge, which we had 
over that river, was damaged to ſuch 


a degree, as made it neceſfary for 
us to repair, and remove it lower 
down. It was five o'clock in the 
morning before that work cou 
niſhed, and the bridge refitted. The 
enemy were only half a league from 
us. We however repaſſed the Rhine, 


in their preſence, without the leaſt 


moleſtation. The paſſage could not 
poſſibly have been more ably conduct- 
A 2 | ed. 
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ed. The Hereditary Prince is now 
marching to Bruynen to fix his head- 
quarters there. | 


Previous to the following account, 
it is proper to inform the reader, 
that the Ruſſians, Auſtrians, and Sax- 
ons madean inroad into Brandenburgh, 
and lay fiege to Berlin, the King of 
Pruſſia's capital, which being an open 
place, they ſoon took with very little 
oppoſition, and raiſed heavy contribu- 
tions on the inhabitants: but at the in- 


terceſſion of the Dutch, and ſome other 


foreign miniſters, it is ſaid, the ſol- 
diers were not ſuuered to plunder the 
people. The following particulars, 


relating to that expedition, have been 


fince publiſhedat Hamburgh, Novem- 


ber 5 

No Swedes or Wurtemburgers were 
of that expedition, but only Ruſſians, 
Auſtrians, and Saxons. Beſides Ge- 
neral Tottleben, who commanded, no 
other Ruſſian generals were ſeen at 
Berlin but Czernichef, Prince Dolgh- 
orucki, and Pannin, and Brigadier 
Bachman, The Auſtrian generals were 
Count Laſci, the Prince of Lichtenſtein, 
and General Brentano; and the only 
general of the Saxons was Zeſchwitz. 
The Ruſſian irregulars did not encamp 
in the ſtreets, but remained without 
the town, and came into it only in the 


_ day-time. The Ruflian regulars that 


were garriſoned in the town encamped 


round the caſtle. Only the ſafe-guards 


which the inhabitants petitioned for, 
were quartered in the houſes, The 
Auſtrians that entered the town were 
quartered where they firſt happened to 
come, as is uſual in war; but ther 


Halle-gate and Cotbuſ-gate. The a- 
partments of the royal caſtle were not 
ſtripped. All the windows of the arſ- 
enal were far from being deſtroyed. 
The magazine of hay and ſtraw ſtill 
ſubſiſts. The Ruſſians and Auſtrians 
took out of it only what was neceſſary 
during their ſtay at Berlin. The num- 
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ber of horſes they carried off greatly 
exceeded ſome hundreds; many of them 
have been repurchaſed by their owners 
at a very hich price. The foreign mi- 
niſters reſiding at Berlin, did not for- 
mally interpoſe in behalf of the town: 
what they did, as private men, is no- 
thing to the world. That Berlin had 
petitioned the Empreſs of Ruſſia con- 
cerning the arrears of the contributions, 
that has never yet been mentioned. 
It is further related of Prince Eſter- 
haſi, an Auſtrian Major-General, who 
commanded at Potzdam, and that 
neighbourhood, and who is much com- 
mended by the Pruſſians for the good 
diſcipline he cauſed to be obſerved, 
that having examined the magnificent 
caſtle of Sans Souci, he aſked that pic- 
ture of the King of Pruſſia, which re- 


ſembled him moſt; but that a good 


one not being readily found, he aſked 
another, with two German flutes which 
his Majeſty uſed, to keep them, he 
ſaid, in memory of his majeſty.

tant conſequences in ſuch a ſeaſon. 
We learn by the ſame meſſenger, that 
the Ruſſians were marched into Poland; 
and that Gen. Laudohn, having fail- 
ed in his attempt upon Coſel, had been 
obliged to retire into Upper Sileſia, 

I diſpatch this by Bullock the meſ- 
ſenger, who accompanies the Pruſſian 
courier, on board a fiſhing-boat ; and 
as the weather is fine, and the wind 
fair, I make no doubt but they will 
arrive ſpeedily in England.

Magdeburg, Nov. 1 I. The court of 
Berlin has publiſhed an account of 


what has paſſed in the King's army in - 


Sileſia and Saxony ſince the battle 
fought the 3d near Torgau. On the 
2d of November we encamped be- 
tween Schilda and Torgau; our huſ- 
fars attacked Gen. Brentano, who was 
on the march with about 1000 horſe, 
and took 400 priſoners, We were in- 
formed that the right of the Auſtrians 
was at Groſwich, and their left at Tor- 
gau. The King reſolved to attack the 
enemy on the 3d. His Majeſty arri- 
ved about 2 o'clock in the plain of 
Neiden, where we found 2 regi- 
ments, who, after having fired ſeveral 
diſcharges of cannon, retreated to Tor- 
gau. After various attacks, in which 


were taken priſoners the emperor's re- 


giment, thoſe of Neuperg and Gaiſ- 
cu together with a We es of Bar- 
eith ; at length the Auſtrians were 
thrown into great diſorder ; theſe ſe- 
veral attacks laſted till a quarter paſt 
9. The night being extremely 
dark, it was impoſſible to purſue the 
enemy, Marſhal Daun was wounded 
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in the thigh, and it is certain that his 
wounds contributed to our ſucceſs. 
The enemy took advantage of the re- 
mainder of the night to paſs the Elbe, 
with precipitation, over 3 bridges 
of boats they had placed croſs the ri- 
ver at Torgau. The next morning, 
at day- break we entered that city, and 
took up 20 of their boats from their 


bridges. 
The enemy loſt in the battle 4 gen< 
erals, 200 officers, and 7000 men, 
which we took priſoners. We have 


taken 2g colours, 1 ſtandard, 37 pieces

This goes by an expreſs, to acquaint 


you that we have agreed upon the en- 


cloſed articles of capitulation, with 


the great warrior, and head-men 
of the nation; which conſidering the 
great diſtreſs we were in, I hope you 
will approve of. Nothing but the 


inclination theſe Indians have for a 


peace, could have ſaved us, for we 
ſhould have been obliged to abandon 
the fort this day, happen what would; 
and few of us would ever have reached 
Carolina, To-morrow morning we 
ſet out, and we flatter ourſelves the 
Indians mean usno harm. We ſhall 
make all the diſpatch that our ſtarved 


condition will admit of. 


The Indians expect, that imme- 


diately upon our arrival at Keowee, the 


priſoners confined there will be relea- 


ted, all thoughts of farther hoſtilities 
laid afide, and an accommodation hear- 


tily ſet about; that a firm peace and 
well regulated trade may be eſtabliſned, 


which, they ſay, will laſt for ever. We 


can diſcover nothing in their preſent be- 
haviour that contradicts this, and hope 
at leaſt, that nothing will be underta- 


ken which may endanger us upon the 


march.

which means our men are greatly 
weakened, and muſt in a ſhort time 


become incapable of doing duty: that

the enemy blockade us night and day: 


that for 2 nights paſt, conſiderable. 
parties have deſerted, and ſome even 
have already thrown themſelves upon 
the mercy of the enemy : that the 
garriſon in general threaten to abandon 
us, and betake themfelves to the 
woods : that we haveno reaſon to hope 
for ſeaſonable relief, having had no in- 
telligence from any Britiſh ſettlement, 
ſince the 4th day of June: we are 
therefore unanimouſly of opinion, that 
it is impracticable to maintain the fort 
any longer; and that ſuch terms as 
can be procur'd from the Indians, con- 
ſiſtent with honour, be immediately 
accepted of, and the fort abandoned: 
that Captain Stuart go to Chottee, to 
treat with the warriors and headmen, 


. and to procure the beſt terms he 


can. | 
Signed by all the officers. 
Notwithſtanding the capitulation, 
the garriſon had not marched above 
15 miles from the fort, when they 
were molt treacherouſly ſurpriſed by a 
large party of Indians, and all the of- 
ficers (except Capt. Stuart) killed, 
together with about 25 of the privates; 
the reſt were made priſoners, and diſ- 
perſed through the nation. The Little 
Carpenter gave every thing he could 
command to ſave Capt. Stuart ; and, 
having left the Indians under pretence 
of hunting, has conducted him ſafe to 
Major Lewis, who was on Houlſton

River, with an advanced party of the 
Virginians. fo 

Cape. Stuart, a doctor, and Capt. 
Stuart's ſervant, are all that are yet 
come in, eſcorted by the Little Car- 
penter, his brother, two young tel- 
lows, with 3 Indian women. |

On Saturday morning about g o'clock 
arrived here Major M'Lean from Gen. 
Amherſt at Montreal, which he left che 
Saturday before, with expreſſes, con- 
taining a full confirmation and account 
of the ſurrender of the French army, 
the town of Montreal, and all Canada. 

Sept. the 8th. At break of day the 
capitulation was ſigned.

now Britiſh ſubjects, and will feel the 
good eftect of his Majeſty's protec- 
tion.” 

The Indians, who had been in the 
French intereſt, hoiſted a union-flas in 
fight of Montreal, ſome time before 
Gen. Amherſt arrived -there; and 


ſhewed the utmoſt complaiſance to our 


army, ſaying, that, „now they found 


we were men,' they would be good 


friends to us.“ 


Some particulars relating to the ſeizure 
of the Turkiſh man of war, by the 
Aaves on board, and lately carried into 
Malta. :

ſhore, The whole ſhip's complement 


was 700 men, bat 400 being on ſhore 
the 19th of September, the remaining 
300 were attacked and overpowered by 
3 ſlaves, armed only with a 

ife each; - part being killed, part o- 
bliged to jump overboard, and the reſt 
to ſue for mercy. Theſe heroes, now 
no longer ſlaves, bore away immediate- 
ly for Malta ; but were foon purſued 


by the two frigates and a Raguſian 


ſhip, whom, by crouding fail, they 


eſcaped ; and the 8th, this ſhip, mount- 


ing 68 fine braſs guns, but bored for 
74, was brought ſafe into the harbour 
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'of Valatte, amidft the acclamations of 


the people.

ragement to ſuch brave fellows, has 
made them the ſole proprietors of the 
ſhip and ſlaves, as well as of all the 
contribution-money, which latter is 


ſaid to amount to a million and a half

right ventricle of the heart. The quan- 


tity of blood in the pericardium was 
at leaſt a pint, the moſt part of which 
was ſtrangely coagulated. 
The rupture of the ventricle, and 
the conſequent effuſion of blood in the 
pericardium, were certainly the imme- 
diate cauſe of his late Majefty's ſudden 
death.

This is 
a merit which I ſhall conſtantly en- 
courage and reward; and I take this

Iu this ſtate I have found things at 
my acceſſion to the throne of my an- 
ceſlors; happy, in viewing the proſ-

King's, commanded by M. Boiſber- 
telot, mounting 26 twelve and nine pounders 
on the quarter deck and forecaſtle, with 220 
men. She eſcaped (as the priſoners declared) 
from the river Vilaine on the 2d inſtant, un- 
der cover of à very thick fog, in company with 
two ſhips of 64, Le Grand of 34, and Calipſo 
of 16 guns, and was bound to Breſt. 

Capt, Hunt received a gunſhot wound 
the third broadſide, in his right thigh, of 
which he died an hour after the action was 


over, 


*- The Unicorn had five men killed and 10 
wounded, fix of whom dangerouſly. ' 
The Veſtal had many killed and wound- 
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ed; and among the latter M. Boiſbertelot, 
who loſt his leg, and died of the wound the 

Lieut. Symons adds, that the day after the 
action he ſaw a ſail to windward, which had

Capt. James Smith, of his Majeſty's ſhip 
Seahorſe, of 20 guns and 160 men, by letters 
dated at Plymouth, the 11th inſt. gives the 
following account of the abovementioned 
action with the Le Grand frigate, which hap- 
pened 34 leagues S. W. from the Start, viz. 
That he faw her in the morning, about eight

teries, and cut out and carried off the ſaid 


four prizes: that afterwards they attacked 
another fort on the ſaid iſland of fix 24 pound- 
ers, and after beating down and 'demoliſhing 
the fame, entered the . harbour, where they 
lay four days, firing morning and evening 


guns all the time; and at their departure, cut 


out and carried off with them three more of the 
enemy's ſhips, That in their ſeveral attacks, 


| tho' the enemy made a ſtout defence, the Tem- 
ple had but one man Killed and two wounded, 


beſides the firſt Lieutenant, who loſt bis thigh 
by a cannon-ſhot, On board the Griffin, the 
cockſwain of the Temple was killed, and 
only five men wounded, 

After Capt. O'Brien and Captain Taylor 
had demoliſhed the forts, and cut out the ſhips, 
ſome accounts ſay, they ſent a flag of truce, 
with two Officers, on ſhore, to demand the 
booms and ſails belonging to thoſe ſhips then 
on ſhore, and without whieh they could not 
carry off their prizes, The French Governor, 
it ſeems, inſtead of compliance, returned an 
anſwer, that they ſhould ſoon ſee their Officers 
hanging on the beach before their faces. Up- 
on which the Engliſh Captains, having luckily 
a number of French priſoners on board, and 
among them ſome of diſtinction, ſent a letter 


to the Governor acquainting him therewith, 


and that if he ſhould preſume to execute his 


threat, they would immediately retaliate, by 


hanging up on their yard-arms every French- 
man on board; and. thewed him preparations 
for it, The Governor thereupon thought 
proper to deſiſt, and not only releaſed their 
Officers, but ſent with-them all the things 
they had demanded, and a ſubmiſſive letter for 
his e menaces. | 
Admiralty- Office, Fan, 30. Captain El- 
phinſton, — of Er Majeſty's ſhip 
the Richmond, of 32 guns, and 220 men, 
being on a cruize upon the coaſt of Flanders, 
received intelligence the 23d inſtant, of a 
French frigate, which had the day before ta- 
ken and ranſomed the Dorothy and Efther, 
William Benſon, Maſter, Capt, Eiphinfton 
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immediately went in queſt of her, and fell in 
with her about eleven o'clock the ſame night. 


She bore down upon the Richmond for a 


ſhort time after being in fight; but then ſud- 
denly hauling her wind, endeavoured to get 
away. Capt, Elphinſton purſued, and came 
up with her about half paſt ten o'clock the 


next morning, when they began to engage, 


ſtanding towards the land; and at half paſt 
twelve, both ſhips run aſhore alongſide of each 
other, ſtill continuing the engagement for a 
ſhort time, when the enemy fled from their 


quarters, The Richmond ſoon afterwards got 


on float, and being drove by the tide a little 
to leeward, the enemy quitted their ſhip, and 
eſcaped 3 but the ſhip is entirely deſtroyed. 
The French frigate was called the Felicite, 
and caried 32 guns; was bound to Martinico, 
with a cargo valued at 30,0001. Her con- 
ſort the Harmonie, another French frigate, 


of the ſame force and value, was loſt going 


out of Dunkirk, Capt. Donell, Commander 
of the Felicite, was killed in the engagement; 
and near 100 others of the enemy were killed 
or wounded, The Richmond had only three 
men killed, and 14 wounded, 
Extract of a Leiter from on board the Rich- 
mond, Capt. Elphinfton, Sheerneſe, Feb. 2. 
© Our thip is come here torefit after her ſmart 
ſervice and imminent danger, We ſeemed to 
have had all Holland ſpectators of our action 
with the Felicite, for the ſhores were lined 
from every part, for the firſt and ſecond days, 
it being fine and clear weather; but Monday, 
Jan. 26, being thick and foggy, and our bu- 
ſineſs done, we. ſailed for this port.---The 
French ſhip (of whom we had intelligence by 
a Dutch veſſel from Euftatia) was bound, on 
the King's and Merchants account, to Mar- 
tinico, Cape Francois and Leogan, was af- 
terwards to cruize on the Engliſh in thoſe ſeas 
for two months, and return to Europe, She 
had 50 paſſengers en board, four of whom 
were of rank. Her difpatches are fortunately 
taken and ſent to town, They were found 
ready packed up in the mizen chains and 
flung to a rope with a weight to fink them, 
but through the great hurry of getting aſhore 
were forgot. Among them were a great num- 
ber of commiflions for their privateers in 


America. Theſe papers will no doubt give 


the Miniſtry ſome very valuable intelligence,

deſtruction, to the eternal diſgrace of their

Our Serjeant of marines was ſhot plump

day, one of whom was the oldeſt man in our 
ſhip. Our Captain is gone up to town, who

e J beg you will be pleaſed to acquaint the

diſtant 30 leagues, I faw and gave chaſe to a 


large ſhip, ftcering to the weſtward, which I 
ſoon diſcovered to be an enemy of two decks, 


At twenty minutes after ten, with a freſh 


gale eaterly, and a great ſea, I began a cloſe 
engagement with her: At eleven her main 


mizen-maſt followed it. 


and ſoon ſtruck to the Amazon, and was got 


ſhe came on board us on the ſtarboard bow, 
and then fell along fide; but the ſea ſoon 
parted us, when the enemy fell a- ſtern: A.

winds, ſo that they neared them but lowly. 
In the evening the breeze freſhened, which 
brought them faſt up with the chace; and at 
twelve at night, the Boreas, being the head- 
moſt ſhip, got *along-fide the Sirenne, com- 
manded by Commodore M*<Cartie. They en- 


gagediwery ſmartly for 25 minutes, when the 


Sicenne declined the action, ſhot a-head, and 
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wanted to get off. The Boreas, diſabled in 


bis rigging, could not again cloſe with her 


till two in the afternoon of next day; when 3

violent fire broke out in one of the ſhops op- 
poſite the north fide of Faneuil Hall Market, 


on Duck-fquare, which entirely conſumed all 


the row of wooden buildings from the ſtore- 
houſe, occupied by the Hon, Thomas Hub- 
bard, Eſq; to the Swing-bridge. Theſe 
buildings | belonged to the town, and were 
leaſed to a number of tradeſmen, ſome of 


whom had their whole ſtock. therein, moſt 


of which was either conſumed or loſt. There 
were ſeveral ſchooners in the dock, but they 
received little damage; nor did the fire pro- 
ceed to the north ſide of the dock: on the 
contrary, it communicated itſelf to that ſtate- 
ly edifice, Fanevil Hall Market, the whole of 
which was ſon entirely conſumed, excepting 
the brick walls, which are left ſtanding. The 
fire then proceeded to a number of, ſhops oc- 
cupied by ſome tradeſmen, on the ſouth fide 
of the market, and conſumed them alſo. The 
wind rifing about this time, carried the flakes 
of fire over the houſes towards King-ſtreet, 
and the ware-houſes and ſtores on the Town- 
dock, and Long-wharf, wherein were the 


greateſt quantities of the richeſt merchandise 


in the town, Although the flames and flakes 
of fire fell on many houſes and ſtores, yet no 
dwelling-houſe was conſumed 3 tho* one or 
two near the market were conſiderably da- 
maged, Never were ſlates on houſes diſco- 
vered to be of ſo much advantage as at this 
time ; for when great flakes of fire fell there- 
on, they immediately ran off without doing 
any damage. The loſs of Faneail Marker 
muſt be great to this town : It was built near 


twenty years ago, at the ſole. expence af the 


late generous Peter Faneuil, Eſq. This capa- 
cious hall, which bore the Founqer's name, 
could contain 1000 of the 1nhabitants at a 


meeting. There were convenient apartments 


for the officers of the town to tranſact their 


reſpective buſineſſes therein; beſides two offi- 


ces at the eaſt end of the lower floor, one of 
which was occupied as a Naval office, the o- 
ther as a Notary Public's ; the other part was 
very commodious for a market. The records, 


papers, &c, with ſuch other things as could be 


removed, were moſtly ſaved. i 
There are near twenty tradeſmen deprived 


of ſhops by this fire, which mult make it ex- 


tremely difficult in this winter ſeaſon, eſpeci- 
ally when it is eonſidered that many of thoſe 


who loft their ſhops in March laſt, are not yet 


ſupplied with proper places to carry on their 
reſpective buſineſſes, _ | * 
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Briol, Jun. 27. Tueſday ſe'ennight, a- 
bout eſeven at night, four young Gentlemen 
coming over the bridge, met with one Mar- 
tin, 2 Fidler, whom they infiſted on attend- 
ing them to a tavern in All-Saints Lane, 
where he -diverted the company for ſome 
time, The muſick and dancing being ended, 
the glaſs was plied pretty briſkly to, the Fid- 
ler, who preſently found that ſomething bad 
been mixed with the punch, by the violent 
purgative conſequences attending.

theſe wretches drew a tuck, and gave bim 
two deſperate wounds on the head. The un- 
happy man falling on the ground, they 


drenched him with liquor; and, to add to 


the inhumanity of the ſcene, moſt cruelly 
applied muſtard to his ears, mouth, &c. Af- 
ter ſtripping him of his ſhoes, ſtockings, and 
breeches, they poured wine all over him (his 
wounds ſtreaming with blood all the while) 
and heightening the exceſs of their villainy 
by the utmoſt indecency of action, and all 
the wantonneſs of cruelty, they left him wal- 
Jowing in his blood on the floor. Theſe gay 


brutes having done, the Watch was called to 


tate the drunken fellow away ; who thinking 
him expiring, refuſed. Why then, it was hu- 
manely replied; Ne fhall order the Waiters to 
throw him into the ſtreet. The Watchman, 


Fearing it would be put in execution, carried 


him home. 
By a letter from a Gentleman at Eſhgill, 
near Alſton in Cumberland, dated Jan. 3o, 


. we are informed that on Chriſtmas-Day laſt 


he had marigolds, and ten other different 
kinds of flowers, in full bloom (the ſame as 


in the months of May or June) and all the 
trees in his garden in bud, owing to the 


mildneſs of. the ſeaſon, - | 
The following is a particular- Account of 


the melancholy accident that lately happened at 


Elgin in Scotland: One Harvie, a journey- 
man dyer, having bought of William Fraſer, 
merchant, ſome gun- powder, Harvey, to try 


the powder, loaded a piſtol in the ſhop, with 


an intention to fire it. At the very inſtant 
he was about to fire, one James Finlay came 


into the ſhop, and called out to him to top, 
as he knew a barrel of gun-powger-was juſt 
by them; but his alarm unhaprily came too 
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late; the piſtol flaſhed in the pan, and a 
ſpark flew into the caſk, which contained a- 
bout forty pounds weight, and which inſtant, 
ly blew up, and brought down the whole 
tenement, Finlay and Haryie were miracu- 
louſly preſerved, but Fraſer, the owner of the 
ſhop, was killed by the exploſion, which burſt 
out at the door and windows, ind carried the 
lintel ſtones of both to the oppoſite fide of 
the ſtreet, The, moſt ſhocking part of this 


fatal affair was, that Laurence Calder, mer- 


chant, James Bowie, maltman, James Grant, 
taylar, John Adam, and James Roſs, being 
in the ſhade at the door of the ſhop, were car- 
ried off with ſuck impetuoſity, that Bowie 
and Grant were daſhed to pieces, and. killed 
againſt the walls of the houſes on the oppoſite 
fide of the ſtreet. They were found quite 
dead, and almoſt naked, their cloaths being 
almoſt entirely burnt off them, Calder was 
found alive, in the moſt diſmal condition, 
his head terribly bruiſed, one & his legs cut 
quite open, and the foot hanging by a liga- 
ment only; he expired in a few hours. Roſs 
is yet alive, but his recovery uncertain, It 
can hardly be accounted for, how Finlay and 
Harvie were preſerved within the ſhop; but 
certain it is, that they likewiſe muſt have 
periſhed, hag not the town's people, at the 
hazard of their lives, from the broken and 
tottering walls, dug them from beneath the 
rubbiſh, and in that manner ſaved their 
lives.

Winbourn, Dorſet, Feb. 7. Friday night, 
between eight and nine o'clock, when it was 
extremely dark, as I was returning home in 
my coach with the canvaſes up, I was ſuddenly

vaniſhed, without leaving a ſpark behind, or 


doing the leaſt damage. I ſince hear this ſur- 


prizing phenomenon, or meteor, or whatever

truth. In ſhort; he believes that himſelf is 
riſen with Chriſt, and fits together in heaven- 
ly places in Chriſt Jeſus. And will thoſe gen- 

emen aſſert, that ſuch weighty favours are 
to be received without warm affections, holy 
aſpirations, and the moſt fervent devotion ? 

Taey might, to as much effect, have preach- 
ed their refrigerating lectures to thoſe blind 
and lame, who felt Chriſt's healing power on 
their bodies.

On the Ho EY GnosT's ſpecial Operations, as 
differing far, from a mere Stir of natural 
Paſſions, | 

AS to that ſuggeſtion, '** that your being 
affected with the things of God, was 

only a ſtir of your natural paſſions: it was 
from the grand adverſary, to which your own 
unbelief gave way; and the deſign of theſe 
enemies, was to rob God of his glory, and 
you of your joy. And the vanity of this you 
ſaw, by the Lord's withdraw from you in 
mercy, and alſo by lis kind return ſo ſpeedi- 

ly.—Remember fer the future, that tho" a 

perſon that is not gracious, may have his na · 

tural paſſions ſtirr'd, by the delivery of ſpi- 

ritual truths from the pulpit, or as read in 
the ſacred word; that this happens, rather 
from the manner of their delivery, or thro' 
ſome pleaſing net ions, tho" imperfect ones, 
which may be formed thereof in the head, 

than from the things themſelves : and that a 

mere ſtir of natural paſſions, leaves the man,

Chriſt ; and if aſſaulted by any ſuggeſtion, 
that the influence you then feel, is not ſuper- 
natural, caſt it out immediately, and im- 
prove the gracious aſſiſtance wiſely ; leſt you 

ieve the Spirit of grace, and he ſhou'd 
Fn you for a time, to your own darkneſs 
and weakneſs : which, tho' he will over- rule 
at the end, for your furtherance in faith, may 
yet be eſteem'd at preſent, as a juſt rebuke 
for your unbelief. 5

May ad, 1756, the Revd, Mr. Wardrope of 
_ Bathgate «vas ſeized with an illneſs which 


ended in a triumphant death, May 7, at tin 
at nigb z. 55 


HEN I faw him firſt he was in the 
greateſt agony, crying out with ex- 


tremity of pain; but at the ſame time, quite 


reſigned to the Divine Will, this ſentence be- 
ing often in his mouth, Juſt thou art, O 
Lord and wilt do all thy pleaſure, thy will 
be done. He cried out, O for patience! O 
for a faith's look of CHRIST ! this clay-ta- 
bernacle cannot long ſubſiſt. During the three 
firſt days of his illneſs he frequently com- 
plained of darkneſs, deadneſs, and want of 
ſpiritual appetite, unable to think or ſpeak ; 
often breathing earneſt defires for faith, pray- 


ing for light, life and love. He was always. 
impreſſed with the apprehenſions of his dy- 


ing, the views of which ſeemed ever eaſy to 
him ; and though clouds ſometimes darkened 
his proſpect, yet his faith failed not. Indeed 
in thoſe days the powers of darkneſs evident- 
ly exerted their mightieſt efforts ro ſhake his 


faith, to beget miſbelieving doubts, and to 


cloud his evidences for heaven; but his God 
thewed mercy, He would at times lament 
his want of faithfulneſs, zeal, activity, dili- 
gence, complaining thus, O how little have 


I done for Chriſt who has done ſo much for 


me! Yet theſe reflections were ſuch as ſeem- 
d to flow from a ſenſe of the weakneſs of 
uman nature, an inability to fulfill God's 
will and to do him ſervice, than any painful 
conviction that he had failed in his duty from 


a wilful neglet, a wicked heart, or ſini- 


ſter motives and ends, Many ſentences dropt 
from his mouth during theſe three days, evi- 


dencing a variety of exerciſes of mind, ex- 


tremely well becoming one ſo near the king- 
dom, which are now forgot. Upon Wedneſ- 
day he was ſo il! that he thought he would 
not live any time; and be was ſenſible of the 
approach of death himſelf, When he ſaw 
his friends weeping around him, he ſaid, O 
« live like Chriftans ] live fo as we may 
« meet ſhortly in our Father's kingdom; as

« to me, mortality ſhall ſoon be ſwallowed 
cc up of life: and ſoon after ſaid to one whom 
he obſerved very ſollicitous about his recovery, 
% My dear friend, I ſee you are doing all you 
« can from a ſenſe of duty, and a warmth of 
« affection, to bring me relief; but it is 
cc vain, I go the way of all fleſh.” To one 
that came in, after a pathetic exhortation to 
ſeek God, and be inſtant in prayer, he ſaid, 
«© Remember, I have given you ſome warn. 
« ings as the Lord enabled me; Ol that 

ce they may impreſs the mind., A friend 


| faid, Sir, how great is your comfort, who, I 
hope, is now able to triumph with the Apo- 
file in theſe emphatic words, I have fought 


the good fight; Yes, ſaid he, but faintly 
well; but, ſays the other, ſo as to gain the 
crown.; he aflented with a ſmile of pleaſure, 
On Thurſday afternoon, the violent pain in 
his bowels returning, he was in great diſtreſs ; 
but in the midſt of agony ſaid calmly, Well, 
if the Lord ſees it meet to put me to more 
pain, let him do his pleaſure; I am pleaſed, 
To one who mentioned his eminent uſeful- 
neſs in the Church of Chriſt, and the glory 
that would of courſe be beſtowed upon him, 
as one that had been happily inſtrumental 
in bringing many to righteouſneſs, he ſaid, 
with a kind of diſpleaſure, Mention not that, 
we know not what manner of ſpirit we are 


of: Many will fay in that day, Lord, Lord, 


have we not propheſied in thy Name? and in 
thy Name have caſt out devils? and done 
many wonderful works? Why ? to be ſeen of 
men, it was faid : Sure, Sir, that is not your 
challenge; now he ſilently ſubmitted, Next 
morning, the day he died, being ſomewhat 
eafier after a ſweat he had during the night, 
he called a friend to the bed-fide, and faid, 
Sit down Sir, let us talk of the work of pa- 
tience and hope. Is it not ſurpriſing that the 
light of another day opens upon me? I 
thought I ſhould have been away laſt night; 
God has juſt ſhown us what he can do in 2 
way of mercy as well as judgment. If I am 
ſpared a while longer, it will really be a 
wonderful deliverance ; I thought I could not 
have ſubſiſted ſo long. Then he frequently 
prayed, Lord, if thou ſpareſt me, make me 
more diligent and zealous for thy honour, that 
I may declare the whole council of God, and 
be faithſul to the conſciences of ſinners ; let 
men think or ſay of me what they will. 
Then he earneſtly prayed for the proſperity of 
Zion, that the Lord would yet appear in his 
glory, &c, and for the gracious illumination 
of the Holy Spirit, that his own ſoul might 
rcjoice in hope, A little afterwards recol- 
lecting the kindneſs and affectionate regard 
ſhown him by ſo many of his friends and 


neighbours, the chief of whom he mentioned 
| in 
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in an affectionate aſpiration of the ſoul, ſpoke 
thus: Magnify the Lord, O my ſoul! and 
bleſs his Name, that any body takes notice of 
me for Chriſt's ſake; I am ſure, I have no 

rſonal worth. When Mr. Adam came in, 
and aſked for him, he ſaid: I am juſt lying 
like a ſhipwrecked mariner upon à plank, 
ready to be ſwept over by every wave, The 
morning of the day on which he died, calling 
for a draught of water which refrethed him 
a little, he ſaid pleaſantly, It is beautiful to 
ſee the hand of God reaching us our provi- 


ſions even in every cup of cold water; but 


how ſurpaſſingly delightful to ſee all coming 
ſtreaming in the Blood of the Lamb. To his 
elder brothers who came to aſk for him, he 
ſaid, Sanders. you have waited long, you may 


$0 away a while and come back again, may 


you will ſee my laſt moments; I leave this 
diſtreſſed body with as much pleaſure as eyer I 
entered the pulpit of Bathgate to preach, 
During the forenoon he complained much of 
an exceſſive burning through his bowels and 
whole body,. which made him vaſtly uneaſy, 
accompanied with an intenſe thirſt, often 
calling for cooling drinks, which indeed 
yielded him little relief, and gave occaſion for 
the reflection that nothing but a draught of 
the Well of the Water of Life could ſatisfy 
a ſoul ſcorched with the flames of God's 
wrath kindled in the conſcience, under a ge- 
nuine guilt, &c, But, ſays he in a ſort of tri- 
umph, there is a river which makes glad the 
elect of God, He was obſerved to be much 
in the exerciſe of prayer, frequently putting 
up pious requeſts for Faith and Patience, this 
forenoon ; his eyes often turned upwards, and 
ſteadily fix d on the roof of the bed, and his 
lips ſeen moving; doubtleſs, lifting up his 
ſoul to God in fervent devotion. About 
twelve o'clock that day it was thought pro- 
per to bleed him, and for half an hour after 
the bleeding he found himſelf eafier, much 
cooler, and able to perſpire more freely, and 
we were hopeful he might be benefited there- 
by : he defired that his feet, that yet conti- 
nued hot, ſhould be bathed in warm water 
which was done; but immediately his pulſe 
ſunk, he fell in a faint which alarmed every 
body there but himſelf : when the faintiſh- 
neſs wore ſo much off as that he was able to 


| ſpeak, he ſaid, Be not ſurpriſed, it will in- 


deed be ſoon over with me now, I faint unto 
death. He continued faintiſh all afternoon, 
his ſtrength gradually declining 3 he was ſen- 
fible of death's nigh approach, but ſtripp'd of 
all its terrors appeared a kind meſſenger of 
joy to him, as was convincingly evidenced by 
the ſedate compoſure and reſignation of mind 
that'at once charmed and ſurpriſed the won- 
dering witneſſes. To the ſolemn and cheer- 


ful farewels he took of all his ſutrounding 
weeping friends, one by one, during this time, 
he often expreſſed his ſurpriſe to find death's 
approach ſo eaſy a matter; Why, ſays he, I 
was afraid of a ſevere ſtruggle; but-I think 
it is eaſy to die; ſhall I die fo eafily? My 


Lord hath even ſweetened the paſſage, and 
will carry me home at eaſe, Then leaning . 


over the back of the bed, being faintiſh, ſaid, 
Now letteſt thou thy ſervant depart in peace, 
for mine eyes have ſeen thy ſalvation: Who 
ſhall ſeparate me from the love of God? &. 
Soon after he cried out, Why is my Lord ſo 
long a coming to take me home? I thought 
to have been away before now, He aſked 
what o'clock. it was, as he had often done 
that afternoon, and being told it was near 
ſeven, a friend ſaid, Sir, you'll get home by 


bed time; his heart ſwelled with joy, and 


calling for a glaſs of wine, ſaid, in triumph, 
Shortly I ſhall drink the new wine in my Fa- 
ther's kingdom. He aſked one to help him 
up and lay him acroſs the bed, (but he meant 
along it) which being done, Now, ſays he 
with a ſolemn and ſerious air, let me juſt ex- 
pire here ; here I ſometimes uſed to meditate, 
and ſometimes te pray. Soon afterwards, 
having a ſtruggle for life, he deſired to be 
raiſed upright, and when his friend was firſt 
beginning to touch him he got up ftreight by 
his own ſtrength, which he had not done 
fince he was ſeized, but immediately fell 
back as ſtruck with a pang of death, and 
his eyes being turned up fixed he ceaſed to 
breathe; a neighbouring Miniſter who was 
there ſaid, Tis now al over, Lord! receive 
thy ſervant's ſoul into thy hands ; but after a 
few minutes life gradually returned, his Lord 
intended him a yet more triumphant exit, as 
an ocular demonſtrative proof that, as to him, 
death was ſwallowed up of victory; for, as 
ſoon as he was recovered he ſaid pleaſantly, 
I was never more ſenſible of any thing than 


of life returning to this dead body ; but, ſays 
he, looking wiſhfully to Mr. Adam and hie 


friends around him, I hinted to Mr. Adam, 


whom I would wiſh to ſucceed me; but he 


took no notice; I know not if he will da 
any thing in it; but I recommend to his good 
offices my worthy Mr. friend Wadderftone, a 
man after my own heart, juſt of the ſame 
mind, temper and principles with myſelf.

mendation highly endeared him to him, and

Then reſuming'a 
wonderful ſupply of ſtrength, looking round 
the bed, ftretched out his hand to moſt of his 
friends, ſpoke to them, one by one, and bid 
them all heartily farewel, to ſome of

in the moſt affecting and endearing manner. 
At this time alſo he renewed a charge given 
to a patticular friend, of taking care of his 
fiſters, and managing his affairs after his 
death, In a little after a ſort of ſtruggle he 
fays, I have been fighting for victory; but it 
is long a coming. One faid, Sir, your vic- 
tory will ſoon be compleated, Yes, ſays he, 
I know it is juſt a eompleating my war- 
fare, it ſhall ſoon be accompliſhed ; yet a lit- 
tle while, and I fhall fin no more, but ſing for 
ever: I know in whom I have believed, and 


that my Redeemer liveth, After breathing a 


while he prayed thus, Remember, Lord ! thy 
gracious Word on which thou haſt cauſed 
me to hope; come, O come for my ſalva- 
tion; ſtir up thy ſtrength and might, O ſave 


thou me ! Into thy hands I commit my ſpirit, 


O Lord God of Truth. One ſaid, O Sir, that

upon that. Yes, ſays he, I go out in his 
Name, making mention of his righteouſneſs, 
even of his only; and ſoon after obſerved a 
great many mournful faces around the bed, O 
may I have any ſeals among theſe! Alas! if 
the righteous are ſcarcely ſaved, where ſhall 
the ungodly and finners in Bathgate appear? 
O that God would preach a ſermon to them! 
To a friend he ſaid, I ſee you have no hope 
of my recovery; well, I am pleaſed, After- 
wards when ſome medicines were given him,

neſs and peace: I thank you for your kind- 

neſs to me, the Lord will reward your labour 

of love; pray for me, and F'll pray for you as 

I can; farewel.

GrNnTLIEMEN, 
Lately had the happineſs to fee your Spiri- 
[ tual Magazine, and found no ſmall plea- 
ure and ſatisfaction in reading over the ac- 
count you there give of the defign of the 
work, I muſt ſay, at firſt peruſing it, my 
heart grew warm with joy; and at the ſame 
time, with thankfulneſs to God, to think 
that fuch- intereſting, important, and ſublime 
matters ſhould be laid upon your minds; and 
that you ſhould engage in fo public a way, in 
ſupport and defence of ,the truth as it is in 
Ess. — I thought it came ſeaſonably into 


| the world, as Cax1sT did in the fulneſs of 


time; for ſure there never was a period, when 
error and corruption, both in principle and 
doctrine, prevailed and abounded more than in 
this our day,——T think of late, there are 
thoſe that have appeared more open and dar-

of his people; and, what is ſtill more, the 
eternal exiſtence of the fouls of the wicked. 
Theſe truths have particularly been exploded, 
by one of the dark deluded Arian band 
Another, who ſeems to be fraught with ſome- 
thing relative to free and ſovereign grace, will 
acknowledge man to be a fallen creature; that 
he muſt be raiſed alone by the almighty 
power of Gop, and the ſupernatural opera- 
tions of the holy Spirit; but at the fame 
time deny particular redemption, the ſaints fi- 
nal perſeverance, with other important truths;

ſimile 1 take to be this, as no one can ob- 


ſtruct the ſhinings, or the progreſs of the na- 
tural light, but the author of it; ſo no one 
can obſtruct the ſhinings in of the ſpiritual 
light, or divine luminary ; or the progreſs of 
a work of grace in the ſou}, but the great and 
glorious author of the ſame. And he faith, 
1 will work, and who ſhall let it? And who 
dares ſay that ever the will, purpoſes, or de- 
ſigns of God toward any one ſoul,” were ever 
fruſtrated ? Though indeed we may ſay with 
the word of Gop, there are many devices in a 
man's beart, nevertheleſs the council of the Lord 
that hall fland, he is in one mind, and who 
ſpall” turn bim? And wwbat his foul defigneth, 
even that he doeth. For be perfarmeth the thing 
that is appointed for me, and many ſuch things 
are with him. But we expect by you, Sirs, 
to ſee the inconſiſtent preacher led by the 
cords of Iove.

What are thoſe who are dead, and have no 
ſp:ritual life in them; that have their under- 
ſtandings darkened, —that have eyes and ſee 
not,—ears and hear not; — to thoſe that have 
been quickened and made alive to God, —that

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have their underſtandings enlighten'd to take 


in, and ſpiritual ſenſes and appetites to feed 


upon the words of truth, and the ſublime 
myſteries of the goſpel, Who then ſhou'd 
ſo far ſtrive to pleaſe, or adapt themſelves to 
the former, to the neglect of the latter? 
Our Lond faith to Simon Peter, Simon, ſon 
of Fonas, lsvft thou me more than theſe ? He 
aith unto bim, yea, Lord; thou knoweſt that 
1 love Thee. He ſaith unto him, feed my 
lambs, —He ſaith to him again, the ſecond time, 
Simon, ſon of Jonas, loveſt thou me? He ſaith 
unto bim, yea, Lord; thou knoweft that I love 


thee, He ſaith unto him, feed my ſheep. By 


this, the miniſters of the goſpel may know 
how to expreſs their love to CHRIST. 
I remember a ſhort, but pithy paſſage, of a 
certain author's, which I think is .not im- 
pertinent to my prefent purpoſe. He faith, 
<< two families cannot feed at one table; ei- 
& ther the children will cry, becauſe their 
< bread is taken away, and their appetites 
©: mock*'d with ſerpents duſt 3 or the ſerpent 
« will hiſs at the bread of life,” Not that 
I wou'd infinuate, as if the unconverted part 
of an auditory are to be entirely neglected, or 
diſregarded ; no, by no means, for who knows 
how many of the precious ele& of Gop may 
be among 'em ; but preaching of the truth 
will be no diſadvantage to them, but rather 
in their favour, however contrary it may be 
to their natural inclinations, or the pride and 
vanity of their hearts, ——For who can tell, 
while they are under the word, but Gop may 
open their hearts, as he did the heart of Ly- 
dia, to attend to the things that are ſpoken ? 
And I humbly conceive, if any thing be bleſs'd 
to them, it muſt be by 
truth, the unmixed goſpe],—Fer I think no- 
thing can be ſo ſuitable, or well adapted to the 
wretched ſtate and condition they are in by 
nature. Again, I conclude it may be ſaid, in 
another ſenſe, what is the chaff of a condi- 
tional covenant, or ſomething that muſt be

venant ſettlements and agreements between 
Father, Son, and Holy Spirit, —And in Chriſt 
was treaſur'd up from all everlaſting (as in an 
ark ſecure) for all his people every neceſſary 
good relative For this life, and every thing 
needful to make 'em meet to be partakers of 
the inheritance of the ſaints in light, ——He 
became reſponſible for them, and was engag'd 
to ſave them thro' all the ruins of the fall: 
therefore it is ſaid, if Chrift- be yours, all i; 
yours; who bas ſpared us, and called us with 
an boly calling; not according to our works, 
but according to his. own purpeſe and grace, 
which was given us in Chriſt Jeſus before the 
world began: — whg of GOD is made unto u. 
wiſdom, righteouſneſs, Yatification, and redemp. 
tion.— CHRIS and his Church, are ſim- 
boliz'd to us under many characters in ſerip- 
ture. He is called the bridegroom, the 
Church his bride, his ſpouſe; he is called 
the head, they the members; he is called the 
ſhepherd, they his ſheep; he is called the 
vine, they the branches. And as the branches 
of a natural vine have no life or virtue in 
them, only as it is communicated to 'em from 
the vine, the root; ſo it is with Chriſt and 
his members, — I live, ſays the apoſtle ; yer 
not I, but Chriſt liveth in me: Ged hath given 
unto us eternal life, and this life is in bis Son: 
he that hath the Sen of God, hath life ; and 
he that hath not the Son of God, has not life. 
For you are dead, and your life is bid with 
ya in God, When Chriſt, wwho is our life, 
all appear, then ſhall ye alſo appear with him 
in glory, —It hath pleaſed the Father, that in 
him ſhould all fulneſs dwell; that out of bis 
Fulneſs, ve might receive grace for grace. 
He is called the green fir- tree, on whom all 
our fruit is found, But, ſay ſome, theſe are 
myſterious things ; things hard to be under- 
ſtood. And ſure, if they were neceſſary to be 
known, they would not appear ſo very intri- 
cate and abſtruſe, but would be made more 
eaſy to our natural underſtandings! Beſides, 
ſay they, we have many great men amongſt 
us, of profound learning, good underſtanding, 
fine ſenſe, and ſolid reaſon; and they can't 
take theſe things in, neither do they believe 
them ; but rather look upon them to be the 
produce of a diſtemper'd, enthuſiaſtic brain, 
And, to be ſure, if there were any truth in 
them, men of their ſagacity and penetration,

would certainly be acquainted with them,— 


But, by the way, I would obſerve, that all 
that 1s to be found in theſe great men, may 


only flow from natural endowments, or ac- 


quirements ; they may never have been under 
divine awakenings, or the ſupernatural oper- 
ations and Illuminations of the ſpirit of, Go»; 
and, if that is the caſe, we muſt ſee what tne 
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ſcripture ſays of ſuch, to the laww and to the 
reftimony : there is a path that the wulture”s eye 
hath not ſeen. The natural man receiveth not 
the things of the ſpirit of God, &c, But Chriſt 
hath reveal'd them unto us by his ſpirit ; for 
the ſpirit ſearebeth all things, yea even the deep 
things of God : for wvhat man knoweth the 
things of a man, ſave the ſpirit of a man that 
is in bim; 4 no man knoweth the things of 
Cod, ſave the ſpirit of God. But, gentle- 
men, I have made ſome digreſſion from my 
firſt intention, things flowing inſenſibly into 
my mind, which I hope you will excuſe, 
I muſt tell you, I find my love and affections 
drawn out to you, purely on account of the 
truths you advance, and are engag'd to ſup- 
port, —But tho' you have many friends, yet 
you muſt expect to meet with many enemies; 
and I ſhould not wonder if thoſe who are ig- 
norant, and ſtrangers to the experience of 
God's people, and likewiſe enemies to the 


doctrines of ſovereign and diſtinguiſhing grace, 


ſhould combine together, draw up their forces, 
and fire all their artillery at you: for it is 
ſaid, that the time ꝛuill come, when they will 
mt endure ſound doctrine; and I think that 
time is already come, For now whoever holds 
the doctrines of the goſpel in their conſiſt- 
ency, or talks about experimental religion, is 
branded as a pernicious, enthuſiaſtical perſon, 
not fit to be acquainted with, and ſo is be- 
come a deſpis'd perſon by the generality of the 
world, Such is the age we now live in. 
You muſt expect to have many calumnies 
thrown upon you, or the doctrines you are 
advancing; but may you be proof againſt 'em 
all; ſet your faces as a flint; be valiant for 
the truth, and contend earneſtly for the faith 
once deliver'd to the ſaints, — And whatever 
others ſay or do, may you hold fat the form 
of ſound words, not fearing the frowns, nor 
courting the favours or flatteries of any; ſo 
as to admit any thing unconſonant to truth, 
But may we ſee a beautiful harmony and 
conſiſtency, running thro* the whole of your 
performances, Then may you be liken'd to 
the wiſe man, who built his houſe upon a 
rock ; that when the rain deſcended, and the 
floods came, and the winds blew, and beat 
upon that houſe, it fell not; for it was found- 
ed upon a rock, Thus truth, glorious truth, 


| will ſtand unſhaken thro? all the revolutions 


of time: and at the end thereof, when all 
ether works will be deſtroyed and burnt, then, 
even then, truth will ever live and ſhine forth 
with beams of reſplendent luſtre, and reful- 
kent glory, to all eternity,

When thou takeſt 
away thoſe poor criminals (that are ſuch a 
nuſance upon the earth, that their fellow- 
creatures can't bear them) out of their loath- 
ſome and noiſome priſons, and meeteſt them 
at Tyburn, and ſuch-like places of infamy ; 


doſt thou only deſtroy their carthly chains, and 


give their impriſon'd ſpirits perfect liberty F— 
Soldiers and ſailors 5 often in great diſtreſs, 
and their calamities not eaſily numbered, be- 
ing ſo deſtitute of the neceſſaries of life, that 


ſome are ready to conclude that it would be 


kind in thee to take them into thy repoſito- 
ries-: then at certain ſeaſons thou ſweepeſt 
away thy multitudes out of the field of battle, 


and crouds are ſunk on a ſudden into the 
great deep; when, unhappy enough for them, 


they are breathing out horrid imprecations, 
and their blaſphemous language giving a diſ- 
mal teſtimony, that they neither love nor fear 


the mighty God that made them: Doſt thou 
open to them all, without diſtinction, the doors 


of immbrtel happineſs * But, diſmiſſing all 
thaſe whoſe lot in life is fo very unpleaſant, 
whoſe cup is exceeding bitter, being mixt 


with gall and wormwood, let us view another 


tribe, who become old, are mighty in power, 
whoſe houſes are ſafe from fear, neither 1s 
the rod of 
timbre! and harp, and rejoice at the ſound of 


the organ; they chant to the viol; they 


drink wine in bowls, and are not at all griev- 


ed or concerned for the afflition of Joſeph; 
they are not in trouble as other men, nor 


plagued like their neighbours ; their pride 
compaſſeth them about as a chain; their eyes 
ſtand out with fatneſs ; they have more than 
heart could wiſh : thus they ſpend their days 
in wealth; but they ſay unto God, depart 
from us, for we deſire not the knowledge of 
thy ways: What is the Almighty, that we 


mould ſerve him? And what profit ſhould we 
have, if we pray to him? They ſay, It is in 


vain to ſerve God, and that it is unprofitable 
to walk mournfully before the Lord of Hoſts : 
they call the Proud, happy, &c. Theſe are 
rot very fand of ipending much time to think 
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God upon them; they take the

They are now in great power, ſpreading them. 
ſelves like a green bay- tree; but ſoon they 
are. taken away, and not to be found here, 
It is ſaid of the rich man in the goſpel, that 


in Hell be lift up his eyes, being in torments ; 


and the perſon whoſe fields produced an un- 
common return, after all his wife contrivance,, 
was but a fool at laſt, Was this thy friend- 
ſhip to them, O Death ? Then, I think their 
brethren ſhould beware of thy kindneſs, — 
Waſt thou a faithful friend to the voluptuous 
and diſobedient antedeluvian world in the days 
of Noah, upon whom the windows of Hea- 
ven were open'd, and the waters pour'd down: 
upon the thoughtleſs mulcitude : To the full 
and laſcivious Sodomites, and the three neigh- 
bouring cities, when the ſhocking and ſul- 
phurous ſhower conſumed them at an hour 
they little expected? —To hard: hearted Pa-

didſt, indeed, make a bold attempt upon the 


captain of their ſalvation; but when he bow- 
ed his head under thy rude hand, · even then 
he triumphed over all his enemies ; and a- 
mong the conquered heroes, thou art one by 
name, Thou haſt thy venemous ſting taken 
away by Feſus Chriſt, who is no friend of 


thine, So when thou art ſent, by the victo- 


rious conqueror, to viſit any of his ſeryants,

lovers of pleaſures more than lovers of God, 
enemies to the croſs of Chriſt, diſobedient ta 
his goſpel, yet boaſting of their righteouſneſs, 
before men; nor are they afraid to depend 
upon it for acceptance with God, neither ap- 
proving of, nor ſubmitting to, the righteouſ- 
neſs of Chriſt, which is imputed to thoſe that, 
are ſaved : they are in an unregenerate ſtate; 
they neither know, nor love true holineſs., 
The ſcripture tells us, in plain terms, that ſuch 
ſhall not inherit the kingdom of Cod. Pray, 
thou great deliverer, Death, how doſt thou. 
deal with theſe men? Thou makeſt exceed- 
ing fair promiſes to many ; thou takeſt ſome, 
of them away very eaſy ; there are no bands in 
their death: like that ignorant youth, in the 
Pilgrim's Progreſs, thou doſt ferry them over, 
without much fear or diſturbance : but where 
doſt thou land them? Doſt thou indy open 
to each of them the deor of bope? © 

Now, my ſolemn correſpondent, permit me 
to give a word of advice to my fellow-mortals, 
who are not yet come to the gloomy cham- 
bers. Dear Friend: Whoever of you ſhould, 
happen to read this, conſider once more what 
death is. Alas! It is much to be lamente3, 
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that there are ſo many poor ſouls viding for

Chriſtleſs ſouls, ſo dying, 
mall find that all the ſorrows and miſeries of 
this world, be they ever ſo many and great, 
are but mere dreams and phantoms, when 
compared with thoſe real but endleſs and 
exſeleſs torments introduced by Death.— Dear 
Sirs, if you would be gainers indeed by chang- 
ing time for eternity, let it appear that you 
eſteem rugs and contentment, as the great- 
eſt gain in this life; then with confidence 
you may ſay, to die is gain. 
Finally, unrelenting Death, I have given a 
ſketch of my opinion concerning thee, I think, 
without any unjuſt prejudice ; but with can- 
dour and impartiality ; for I am conſcious I 
muſt one time or other ſubmit to thee, for 
there is no diſcharge in that war, Were it not 
for my ſole dependance upon a dear Redeemer, 
who hath conquered thee in part, I ſhould 
tremble and quiver to meet thee. Thoſe who 
truſt to thy friendſhip, without being concern- 
ed about a perſonal intereſt in Jeſus Chriſt, 
the true propitiation, Jet them do it : I would 
by no means run ſuch a dreadfu] hazard, 
Thou art the /af} of all the ſaints enemies,

and operations of his ſpirit ; without which it 
15 impoſſible to perform any duty in a right, 
holy, and acceptable manner, Then one may 
conclude that he enjoys Gop in duty, when 
his mind is impreſs'd with a deep ſenſe of the 
reaſonableneſs, uſe, and deſign of the duty. 
when he, willingly and heartily, engageth in 
it, in the name of the Mediator; with reve- 
rential thoughts, and a holy awe of Gop; 
with a ſingle view, and ardent deſire, to glo- 
rify Gop; with ſelf-abaſement, and inward 
leathing of himſelf before Gop ; with hum- 
ble and fincere reliance upon him; and with 
unutterable breathings and pantings after him : 
—when he wholly reſigns his heart to Gop;

and perfectly ſanctiſied by him: — and, in 
ſhort, whenever the graces of the ſpirit are

Father, Son, and Spirit; and doth experience 
ſuch perfect oneneſs, ſuch ſtrong union, and 


ſuch, ſweet and delightful fellowſhip between

My friend is no advocate for enthufiaſm ; 
yet, I am perſuaded, doth prize and enjoy 
what I have ſo briefly and imperfectly men- 
tioned, I don't think that every Chriſtian 
doth enjoy an equal degree of the ſoul-refreſh- 
ing preſence of Gop, which holy men of old 
called, tbe light of bis countenance . Neither 
do I believe that any enjoys all that I have 
obſerved, whenever God is preſent with him 
in duty. A believer may enjoy a comfortable 
portion of the divine preſence, fo as to expe-

man doth hate and loath himſelf to a very 
great degree, yet may have but little comfort; 
nay, perhaps his very ſoul may be wounded 
with fear, left he ſhould be utterly caſt away 
at laſt, Now tho' that doubting ſoul is cet̃- 
tainly under the very neceſſary teachings of 
the holy ſpirit, and God is really preſent 
with him in duty ; yet, properly ſpeaking, he 
doth not enjoy Gop, It is one thing to be 


under the ſaving operations of the Holy Ghoſt, 


but another thing to enjoy or have fellowſhip 
with Gop. The enjoyment which our bleſſed 
Lord had at his baptiſm, and alſo on the 
mount where he prayed, differed much from 
that in the garden f. And I doubt not but 
Paul's enjoyment in Acts ix. 11, differed con- 
ſiderably from his enjoyment Chap. xxii. 17. 
But I add no more, than that it may be your 
happy lot and mine to enjoy much of Gop

THE diſpoſitions for peace, very agreeable 


to the ſentiments of all parties engaged 

in the war, which the Kings of England and 
Pruſſia ſhewed laſt year, having met with dif- 
ficulties, which have prevented their ſucceſs, 
the Courts of Vienna, Peterſbourg, France, 
Stockholm, and Warſaw, are unanimouſly 
agreed to invite thoſe of London and Berlin, 
to reſume a negociation ſo ſalutary for the 
happineſs of the world, and which muſt in- 
tereſt the humanity of all the powers at war. 
In this view, and in order to their being 
able to proceed to the re-eftabliſhment of 
peace, they propoſe the aſſembling of a con- 
greſs, to which they think it may be proper 
to admit only the Plenipotentiaries of the

an Hebrew of the Hebrews, the 
ſon of Alpheus a Galilean, and of 
Mary the kinſwoman of the Bleſſed 
Virgin. - He was born either at Ca- 
pernaum or at Nazareth, and was by 


profeſſion a publican or a collector of 


the taxes, impoſed upon the Jews by 
the Roman emperors, Which was ac- 
counted by them an office of profit as 
well es honour. However, it was very 
ſcandalous among the Jews, by reaſon 
of their extortions and abuſes toenrich 
themſelves ; and was thought by the 
followers of CHRIST to be unlawful, 
becauſe they made men pay for the 
uſe of thoſe elements of air, earth 
and water which God hath beſtowed, 
upon them freely; inſomuch that 
publicans and ſinners were ſynoni- 
mous terms among the Jews, and the 
Gentiles had a proverb, that publi- 
cans were extortioners and thieves. 
However, this was no hindrance to 
the effectual call of CurisT, who 
coming from Capernaum where he 


had cured a ſick man of the palſy, 


St. Matt. xxi. 31. and e her 
the ſea of Galiſee, he obſerved Mat- 
thew taking Toll of thoſe that traf- 


f. upon the lake, and calling

him to a near attendance upon him, 
Matthew made no delay nor excuſe 
about ſettling his accounts, but im- 
mediately ran up and followed him. 
Doubtleſs St. E was one of 
Jesus's diſciples before, or at leaſt 
1ad heard much of him at Caperna- 
um where Car1sT after reſorted and 
preached ; which was a great prepa- 
rative to his ready obedience, and 
leaving that calling to which it is 
thought he never again returned, as 
ſome other apoſtles did to their inno- 
cent employments of fiſhermen, tent- 
makers, 25 . 8 g 
He was the firſt of the evangeliſts 
that writ the Goſpel and Hiſtory of our 
Saviour at the entreaty of the Je- 
ith converts at Jeruſalem, by the ap- 
pointmentof the apoſtles, about ei he 
years after our Saviour's death; 
and indeed it was reaſonable that he 
who was firſt converted from his great 
and ſcandalous fins ſhould be the 
publiſher of that Saviour who came 
not to call the righteous, but ſin- 
ners, to repentance, of which he had. 
ſo early an experience. wks 
St. Auſtin obſerves, chat this evan- 
gel is very èxact in his account of 
royal extraction of our Sa viouk, 
and in his deſcribing the life he led. 
upon earth; whereas St. John ſoars 
higher, and immediately declares the 
divinity of our Lord; his writings 
ſeem more pious. and inſtructive to 
the capacity of the meaneſt, ſince 
he-more particularly touches on the, 
actions and diſcourſes with which our 
Saviour did, as it were, qualify. 
his divine wiſdom and majeſty, that 
his example may be in ſome meaſure 
imitable and proportionable to our. 
weakneſs ; it is no way to be doubt- 
ed but that God had great reaſon to 
cauſe his laws to be written, yet we 
may ſay, Cne1sT's chief deſign has 
ever been to write them in our hearts, 
that ſo our actions might be viſible 
characters of that inviſible love he 
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92 
bears to us, and which we ought to 
mew to each other. It is affirmed 
that St. Bartholomew carried St. 


Matthew's Goſpel along with him to 


India and there left it; for Pontanus 
preaching the faith in the Indies, 
found there a copy of it in Hebrew, 
which he brought to Alexandria, and 
it was preſerved in the library of Ca- 
farca, which original being loſt, we 
have only the Greek verſion, whoſe 
author is unknown, though it is at- 
tributed both to St. James and St. 
John. Another copy was found by 
the Nazarenes in Berea in the time 
of St. Jerom, as he himſelf affirms, 
adding withal that he obtained leave 
of the Nazarenes to tranſcribe theirs, 
and that he afterwards tranſlated it 
into Greek and Latin; and another 


was found in digging up the grave 
of St. Barnabas, Anno Dom. 485, 


being a tranſcript of the apoſtle*'s own 
writing, bat of all theſe copies we 
hear not of any now extant. Howe- 
ver, the Greek tranſlation done by 
St. John and St. James hath been all 
along generally received as authentic, 
and therefore reckoned among the 


canonical books of Holy Scripture. 


Several other books are attributed to 
St. Matthew, as the Hiſtory of the 
Infancy of CuRIs F, his Ethiopic 
Liturgy, and ſome others; but theſe 
are rejected as falſe and forged writ- 
ings. Some affirm he was the author 
of one article in the Creed, which 
was compoſed at Jeruſalem by the 
common confent of the apoſtles, 
which opinion ſeems both ridiculous 
and groundleſs. 


After his being elected to the apo- 


ſtleſhip he continued among them till 
our Lord's aſcenſion, and the ſend- 
ing down the Hoy GrosrT upon 
them on the day of Pentecoft, and 
then, purſuant to the command of 
Cur1sT to his apoſtles, to go and 
teach all nations: It is ſaid, that for 
about eight years he preached up and 
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down India, and travelled from thence 
into Ethiopia, Perſia and Parthia, 
where he preached the Goſpel. for 
ſome years, and at laſt ſuffered mar. 
tyrdom at Naddabar in Ethiopia, 
but what ſort of death is uncertain; 
ſome ſay he was ſlain with an hal. 
bert; others, that he died a natural 


death, having by his 1 extin- 


guiſhed the fire that was kindled to 
burn him. St. Chryſoſtom ſuppoſes 
that he died about the 70th year af. 
ter CHRIS H, when Jeruſalem was de- 
ſtroyed by the Romans, according to 
our SaviouR's predictions. Some 
will have it that he was buried in E- 
thiopia, or in Hierapolis in Parthia, 
one of the firſt places where he 
preached to the Gentiles. 3

An Ess AY on Divine Teacainc. 


HAVE always confidered the ef- 
fort to appear higher in life, deep- 


er in knowledge, or more religious 


than a perſon really is, to be a cha- 


racter juſtly ſubject to contempt and 


ridicule. And on a ſurvey of the 
world, I perceive no quarter from 
which more falſe appearances ſally 
forth, or from which more perſonal 
or general danger does enſue, than 
from. that of religion ; and that not 
ſo much from moral parade, the de- 


tection of which is ſolely in the pow- 


er of Him who only knows what 1s 
in man; as it is from ſcientific ap- 


pearance. Into this ſpacious are thou- 


Aands precipitate themſelves in their 
fits of zeal, prejudice, human reaſon, 
Sc. Every one who finds himſelf a- 

ble to ſolve a problem in metaphy- 


fics, calculate the time of an eclipſe, 


diſcover the criſis in a diſeaſe, accu- 
rately pen a hiſtory, or write a ro- 
mance ; he imagines himſelf every 
way ſufficient to examine divine 
things, and ſet as umpire in the de- 
ciſion of inſpired writings, EE 

From this poſtulatum ſo generally 
digeſted, proceeds that infinite vari- 


ety of opinions concerning doctrines ; 
which are nearly as abſurd as they are 


— 


numerous. Whereas, would men but 
ſeriouſly reflect on the qualification 
abſolutely neceſſary to a right judg- 
ment on ſacred truths, they would 
not ſo readily and arrogantly ruſh to 
the conteſt ; but even that book which 
they are about to criticiſe, would ac. 


_ quaint them, that although they may 


poſſeſs talents ſufficient to explore 


the whole Arcana of nature and art, 


and to give an approved reaſon for 
the various phænomena which claim 
our attention; yet there are other re- 
quiſites to be attained, which the 
poſſeſſing of the preceding talents are 
10 far from being aſſiſting to, that for 
the moſt part they are an impedi- 
ment to the acquiſition. So far i: 
this accompliſhed ſcholar from the 
qualification required, that to his a- 
maze he is counſelled to become a 


fool that he may be wiſe ; inſtead of 


being an approved doctor in thoſe 
matters, he muſt ingenuouſly own, 
that even with his boaſted knowledge, 
he is incapable of diſcernment, be- 
fore he can be admitted in the cha. 
racter of a judge. 

It is a received truth in natural 
philoſophy, that the ſtream cannot 
riſe higher than its fountain. Where- 
fore then is it that thoſe adepts in na- 
tural truths, conſider not that analo- 
gy in ſpiritual things to thoſe of na- 
ture; which 1s expreſſed in Scrip- 
ture? The text affirms, that the na- 
tural man perceiveth not the things of 
the Spirit of GOD, neither can ht 
know them, becauſe they are ſpiritual; 
diſcerned. Is it not from this text 
evident, that to diſcern ſpiritual ob- 
jects, there muſt be an adequate me- 
dium of perception in the mind? 
And that to go to work without this 
requiſite, is as eligible as to ſurvey 
a fine piece of painting in the dark? 
The lovely portrait would loſe its 
beauties without light, as the wil 
dom of Gop is counted foolith- 
neſs by ſach as are deſtitute. of 2 
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proper medium of fight, viz. the 
natural man. N 15 

The epithet natural in this text, 
demands our cloſe attention: it is 
not cαεαν,C5ß 'zv0ewnre- the carnal man, 
whoſe intelle&s are: abſorpt and 


drowned in riches and intemperance, 


but it is Þv14»65 z0ewnrog the natural 
man, who has made the beſt uſe of 
his natural abilities. The refined phi- 
loſopher, who hath carried his re- 
ſearches to the utmoſt extent of a 
natural agent. To ſuch a man, with 
all his ſuperior excellence, the things 
of the Spirit of -Gop, that is, his 


doctrines in his word, and operations 


in his people are foohſhneſs, and 
downright enthuſiaſm. 8 

Things ſtanding in this light, I 
preſume, that from theſe prelimina- 
ries ſufficient anſwers may be drawn 


to all thoſe who, holding the divini- 


ty of the Scriptures, yet exert their 
natural powers in combating the fun- 
damentals of our moſt holy religion 
which are found in them; preſuming 
to diate where neither their talents 
nor practice does warrant them, and 
by dint of natural reaſon draw con- 
cluſions on the words and work of 
the Spirit of God ; reaſoning on ſub- 
jets they underſtand not, neither 
knowing what they fay, nor whereof 


they affirm, being raſhly puffed up 


with their own fleſhly mind. 

This it is likely may raiſe the an- 
ger and perhaps the contempt of ma- 
ny, but let thoſe gentlemen fneer and 
bluſter as they will, there is (if the 
lively oracles of God are true) a ſpi- 
ritual and a natural ſtate; which two 
claſles divide all Chriſtendom at leaſt, 
and although they preſs all the pow- 
ers of ſophiſtry and effrontry to re- 
fine and explain away the evidence 
of the texts which teach this impor- 


tant doctrine; yet they muſt allow 


to thoſe, whom Gop of his goodnels 
hath better taught, the freedom of 
diſſenting from them. Who, guided 
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by his unerring ſpirit, which indited 
the Scriptures, are led into all ſaving 
knowledge of them; and who. with 
pity and much concern ſee the wretch+ 
ed ſhifts, falſe concluſions and bold 
violations, which thoſe otherwiſe 
learned and ingenipus men practice, 
to bring thoſe ſublime truths of Gop 
down to their human natural con- 
ceptians. '. =: 1 1 . 
That there is ſuch a priviledge as 
being taught of Gop, one would 
imagine no profeſſing Chriſtian would 
deny. Not that I intend by it im- 
mediate inſprration, or the voice of 
the ſpirit within, as too many talk 
of in this day. I mean what our 


bleſſed Lox p did to his diſciples; as 


it is written, Then opened he their un- 
derſtandings that they might underſtand 
the ſcriptures: ſuch illumination at 
preſent exiſts in the church, as it is 
abſolutely neceſſary it ſhould, / and 
which our church teaches us to pray 
for in many parts of. the Liturgy. 
This is increaſed by conſtant reading 
the word, not as' a natural critic; 
bat as a ſpiritual man ; praying over 
it for information from its All-wiſe 
Author, and for ſtrength to walk ac- 
cording to it; for whoever is a doer 
of his will, ſhall know the truth of 
CurisT's doctrine. OE ran. 
Here then is the miſtake ; men 
will not humble themſelves as little 
children ; confeſs that they are quite 
ignorant of Gop as he is revealed in 
the ſcripture; therefore they read 
the word without-a ſenſe of their 
weakneſs ; not praying for inſtructi- 
on ; but meaſuring ſpiritual things 
by the falſe and inadequate meaſure 
of their natural knowledge. Thus 
having the plain mind of God be- 
fore them, and yet not acknowledg- 
ing its Divinity, but becoming vain 
of their own reaſon; therefore he 
leaves them to their own deluſions ta 
believe lies. Inftead of a bleſſing 
from this precious book they procure 
___ acurſe, 


rauer 


a curſe, and become the tools of Sa- 
tan to throw contempt on the grand 
doctrines of the Goſpel, and its faith- 
ful paſtors and people; thus drawing 


on their raſhneſs and preſumption ac- 


cumulated vengeance. . 

Were fuch reflections well weigh- 
ed by authors, we ſhould not be in- 
feſted with ſuch ſwarms of religious 
altercations from the preſs. A preat 
part of which are wrote probe fed to 
ridicule the principles and profeſſors 
of the Goſpel. Some from a deſire 
to laugh them (as they term it) out 
of their ' peculiarities; and others 


- meerly to indulge what even charity 


muſt term a wanton and impious 
temper. To act thus in points of 
art and ſcience, would not greatly 


ſignify, ſuppoſe they ſhould be miſ- 


taken; but to give a looſe to this 
ſpirit in matters of religion, without 
an abſolute certainty, as was the caſe 


with Elijah and Baal's prophets : thus 


ignorantly to burleſque - where the 
honour of God, and the ſouls of men 
are at flake; how dreadful the con- 
ſequence of ſuch miſtakes ! and how 
loud does it call on all ſuch, to be 


ſwift to hear, ſlow to ſpeak, ſlow to 


wrath, and to every ſpecies of intem- 
perate zeal. . 

Perhaps no age ever abounded with 
more pretenders to polemical divini- 
ty; nor do I think that the great 
doctrines of Chriſtianity were ever 
treated with ſuch contempt as at this 
time, and in this nation. By thoſe 
doctrines I mean, the Divinity of 
CnrisT. The Agency of the Hor x 
Srixir. Original Sin. Regenera- 
tion. Juſtification by Faith; and the 
Aſſurance of Faith. Theſe are ex- 
ploded as new-fangled notions, by 
numbers of the periodical writers of 


Magazines and Reviews, but whole, 


laboured, and (otherwiſe) elegant vo- 
James and ſermons are calculated to 
condemn them as fanatical. How 


diſingenuous is it in thoſe ſons of 


Levi, to renounce thoſe articles, the 
profeſſion of which has procùred them 

an honourable, eaſy and affluent ſub 
fiſtence ? 5 
It is not ſufficient to object, thoſe 
doctrines are the leading tenets of 
ſectaries. The Methodiſts, Preſby. 
terians, pendents and Baptiſt 
hold them: let who will hold them, 
they are undoubtedly the doctrines of 
the word of Gow, and the pillars of 
our church; and it is contrary to the 
laws of the church to ch other- 
wiſe. We may imagine ourſelves 
wiſer than our fathers, and it may be 
true in natural things; but in ſpiri- 
tual things this wiſdom beguiles us. 
The truth of Gop 1s /emper eadem. 
The ſame faith we read wrought in 
Abel, Noah, Abraham, Moſes, and 
the prophets ; that ſame faith ſaved 
the Apoſtles and primitive Chriſtians; 
and the ſame operates at this time, 
and will until the end comes ; for 
there is but one LoR D and one Faith; 
therefore it is certain that our fan- 
cied refinements on divine truths, 
are but dangerous deviations, and 
tend to inevitable ruin. | 
From what has been ſaid; it be- 
hoves every man that fits down to 
write any thing concerning Gov or 
the ſouls of men, to beware of what 
he is about, to he well perſuaded 
that he is capacitated for the work ; 
and is indeed that Hpiritual man that 
Judgeth all things. And if his con- 
ſcience tells him, that his wiſdom is 
meerly a natural acquiſition; that as 
to the Scriptures he never was ac- 
quainted with their latent beauties; 
never found them to his ſoul ſweeter 
than honey and the honey- comb; 
that he never found half the pleaſing 
ſenſations from theſe hallowed pages, 
as from the claſſic numbers of Ho- 
mer and Virgil; but on the contrary 
an unaccountable wearineſs and diſ- 
guſt, eſpecially from ſome of its ex- 
perimental parts. If he finds _ 
5 thus, 


— ꝙ—— 
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thus, let him deſiſt at his peril from 
his. intention, however candid his 
deſign may be; left through igno- 
rance and inexperience of thoſe hea- 
venly things, he ſhould produce ſome 
fatal error, or be tempted to ridicule 
the operation of God's ſpirit unwil- 


lingly ; which not only may hurt him- 


ſelf, but according to the extent of 
his influence and abilities he may be 
an Ignis fatuus to ſome inferior ones, 
whoſe ruin may aggravate. his own 
condemnation. . | | 

But if any will yet laugh at divine 
teaching, illumination and Chriſtian 


experience, they do but clench the 


ſhackels of the accuſation upon them- 
ſelves, and prove the Apoſtles aſſer- 
tion, wiz. that thoſe things are fooliſb- 
neſi to them, For if thoſe are not the. 
things, what are? The Hiſtory of 


| the Goſpel they believe, and aſſent 
to all the outward worſhip ; therefore 


it muſt be thoſe inward operations 


which charaQerize the Chriſtian, and 


diſcover by contraſt the falſe profeſ- 
ſor or natural man. Matter of fact 


teſtifies aloud that natural men were 


not peculiar to St. Paul's time. They 


abound in this age: and let their 


conſciences teſtify whether thoſe doc- 
trines above ſpecified are not fookiſh- 
neſs and unmeaning cant unto them. 
Was it poſſible to annihilate both the 
remembrance and writings of St. 
Paul, and preſent them to the world 
43 a modern work, I make no doubt 
but that thoſe gentlemen who have 
laboured ſo ſtrenuouſly to explain a- 


way thoſe glaring texts, which as 


they found no correſpondent ideas in 


their minds, or ſenſations in their 
breaſts to compare with, they were , 


reſolved to bury in oblivion ; all thoſe - 
would at once cry out againſt the 
work, joining his quondam auditory, | 
Away with ſuch a fellow from the 
earth, he is not fit to live. This may 


be counted a heavy charge, but it is 


ao more than aſſerting that like cauſes | 


will have like effects. For by tor. 
turing the Apoſtle to make him ſay 
as they would, they intimate, that 
was he to appear again he ſhould not

It is amazing then, that this Whol- 


ſome doctrine ſhould be ſo much con- 
troverted, whic2 has been fo ably 
; defended 
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deſended by men of the greateſt learn- 
ing and exemplary piety. . 
Juſtification is the pardoning of 


the tranſgreſſors of the broken law. 


It is a change of ſtate, whereby the 
ſinner not only receives remiſſion of 
fins; hut is al ſo accounted juſt before 
Gop, and this, ſaith the Hol x 
Onos r, is through faith. By what 
kind of faith? not an hiſtorical, but 
a divine one. The former, the de- 


vils and damned ſpirits in hell poſ- 


feſs, the latter is the prerogative of 
the elect of Gop. Neither is this 
divine principle of faith the merito- 
fious cauſe of our juſtification, but 
we are ſaid to be juſtiſted through it, 
on account of the all- ſufſicient righ- 
teouſneſs of the Son of Gop, which 
faith receives and applies the preſent 


peace, and eternal ſalvation of the 


ſoul. The active and paſſive obedi- 


ence of our great REDEEMER, is the 


ſole foundation on which men mult 
build their hope of unfading glory, 
if they believe to the ſaving of their 


ſouls. 
We are all ſinners before the LoR D; 


= the Scripture hath included all in 


4 unbelief,” and not only ſinners, 
but © children of wrath.” The 
curſed depravity of nature we derive 
from our firſt parents. When the 


root is corrupt, neceſſarily fo are the 


branches. Therefore the penitential 
Pſalmiſt declares,  ** I was ſhapen in 


« iniquity,” and in*fin did my mo- 


« ther conceive me.” By the of- 
« fence of one, many auapruno xx - 
a greg wereconſtituted ſinners.“ 
Correſpondent with this are the. ſen- 
timents of our pious reformers in 
Art. IX. Man is very far gone from 
«© original righteouſneſs, and is of 
c his own nature inclined to evil, 
4 and therefore deſerveth the dam- 


« nation and wrath of Gop.'' The 


db&rine of original fin, I hope, is ſuf- 
ficiently apparent from Scripture, our 


own church, and daily experience, ; 


and ſo makes way for the glorious 
doctrine of imputed righteouſneſs, 

- Whatever are the jarring notions 
of men in religion, yet in this opini- 
on they all harmonize, namely, that 
Gop is a righteous entity; conſe- 
quently thoſe, who ſhall enjoy the 
Beatific Viſion, muſt have a righte- 
ouſneſs to be accepted by him. 

But this muſt be a perfect one. A 
perfect Gob, requires a perfect obe- 
dience. . None of the ſons of men 
can perform this. Our nature being, 
corrupt, all the works we do, are, 
as St. Auſtin expreſſeth it, “ ſplen- 
* dida peccata,” becauſe they are 
not done with that perfection the law 
requires, therefore they are imper- 
fect. By one tranſgreſſion of the 
moral law we are condemned; for 
thus faith the Lox of truth, Curſed 
* is every one that continueth not in 
« all things, that are written in the 
«© book of the law, todo them. He 
* that offendeth in one point is guil- 
„ ty of all. By the deeds of the 
* law ſhall no fleſh be juſtified.” 
That righteouſneſs alone Gov can 
accept, which is commenſurate with 
the righteouſneſs of the holy law. 
Now we cannot obtain juſtification 
by our imperfect (although it be ever 
ſo: ſincere) obedience to the moral 
law. For, as the Cherubims and 
Flaming Sword were placed at the 
Eaſt end of the garden, to hinder our 
firſt parents from taſting. of the tree 
of life, ſo the curſe of the broken law, 
and the avenging ſword of offended 
Juſtice, will certainly exclude thoſe 
from the celeſtial Paradiſe, who have 


not a righteouſneſs ſuperior to their 


own. Therefore we ſee by the law 
all hope of mercy 1s fruſtrated. 

But muſt the convicted ſoul ever 
deſpond? No. Bleſſed be CRRIST, 
our incarnate God; for he aſſumed

Thus have we run over the para- 
ble in its literal ſenſe, and in this 
light it has a very ſtriking influence 
to rouſe our generoſity, to ſlay our

venerable expoſitors, who affirm, that 
a greater and far more intereſting 
fenſe is contained in it, even a para- 
bolical repreſen ation of our miſery, 
by the fall of our common parent 
Adam; and of God's unbounded 
grace in recovering us by our Sa vi- 
OUR CHRIS JEsUs, Let us conſi-

This certain mau, is the firſt man, 
the great repreſentative of all man- 
kind. in whom we had our ſtate of 
probation ; but as he being in ho- 
nour did not abide, fo we Kune in 
him, and with him fell ſhort of the 
glory of God. This man indeed 
went down from * Jeruſalem to Je- 
richo ; departed from the city and' 
worſhip of God, and with a down- 
ward courſe rebelliouſly deſerts to 
the obedience of hell, the accurſed 
habitation of Satan.

Head Quartiers at Oulgaret, Feb. 3, 


1761. 
SIR, | 


IN my laſt, per the Shaftſbury 
J had the honour to 


proceedings with the army to the 
15th of laſt October. On the 23d, 
Admiral Steevens failed from Trin- 
camaley to refit the ſquadron, leav- 
ing five fail of the line, -under the 
command of Capt. Haldane, to con- 
tinue the blockade of Pondicherry 
by ſea, which a began to be 

reatly diſtteſſed for want of provi- 

ons. On the gth of Nov. I ordered 
a ricochet battery for four pieces of 
Cannon to be erected to the north- 
ward, at about 1400 yards from the 
town, more with a deſign to harraſs 
the enemy, than any damage we 


could think of doing to the works at 


ſo great a diſtance. On the 10th, we 
began to land our ftores, and to pre- 
pare every thing for carrying on the 
fiege with vigour. The rains being 
over by the 26th, I imagined the di- 
ſtreſſes of the enemy might be much 
augmented, and garriſon-duty ren- 
dered very fatiguing, if ſome bat- 
teries were erected on different quar- 
ters of the town : I therefore gave 
directions to the engineers to pitch 
on proper places, at ſuch diſtances, 
and in ſuch ſituations, that the ſhot 
from them might enfilade the works

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of the garriſon, and our men and 
guns not be expoſed to any certain 
fire of the enemy. Accordingh, 
the following batteries were traced 
out, one (called the Princeof Wales“) 
for four guns, near the beach on the 
north ſide, to enfilade the Great 
Street, which runs north and ſouth 
thro' the White Town: one for four 
guns and two mortars, to the north 
veſt "apps at ooo yards diſtance, MI 
to entilade the north face of a large 
counterguard, before the north weſt 
baſtion, called the Duke of Cum- 
berland's: a thi:d, called Prince 
Edward's, for two guns, to the 
ſouthward, at 1200 yards diſtance, 
to enfilade the ſtreets from ſouth to 
north, ſo as to croſs the fire from 
the northern battery : and a fourth 
to the ſouth weſt, called Prince Wil. 
liam's, for two guns and one mor- 
tar, at 1100 yards diſtance, in order 
to deſtroy the guns in St. Thomas's 
redoubt, and to ruin the veſſels and 
boats near it. On the 8th, at mid- 
night, they were all opened together, 
and continued firing till day- light 
On the-gth, the enemy kept upa 
warm fire on our batteries, without 
doing much damage to them. This 
day one gunner and a ſubedar of fea 
poys were killed. On the 25th, Ad- 
miral Steevens, with four ſhips of tht 
line, arrived off Pondicherry, having 
parted company with Admiral Cor. 
niſh and his divifion, on the 16ti 
inft. in blowing weather, On the 
29th, a battery, called the Hanover, 
was begun, for ten guns and three 
mortars, to the northward, at 45 
yards diſtance from the town, apainl 
the north weſt counterguard and 
curtain. 

On the 1ſt of January we had 
very violent ſtorm of wind and rain: 
it began at eight o'clock in the ever 
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ing, and laſted till between three 
and four the next morning. I gave di- 
rections for the repairing our batteries, 
which the ſtorm had almoſt ruined, 
and the putting every thing into the 
beſt order our preſent ſituation would 


admit. On the 4th we had the 
agreeable ſight of Admiral Steevens 
in the Norfolk, who had the good 
fortune to weather out the ſtorm, 
without ſuffering the leaſt damage. 
On the 5th I attacked a poſt of very 
great conſequence to the enemy, in 
which were four twenty-eight pound- 
ers, called St. Thomas's redoubt, 
and carried it without any loſs, At 
day-light on the 6th, zoo of the 
enemy's grenadiers retook it, owing 


to the officer, commanding the re- 


doubt, not being able to keep his 
ſeapoys together. This day Admiral 
Corniſh in the Lenox, with the Vork 


and Weymouth, arrived ; and, as. 


moſ of the ſhips, which had been 
diſabled, were now refitted, the 
blockade of Pondicherry was as 
compleat as ever. On the 12th the 
Hanover battery, being repaired, 
kept up a very briſk fire, and greatly 


damaged the counterguard and baſti- 


on, and made a breach in the cur- 
tain, On the 13th, in the evening, 
1 ordered a working party of 700 
Europeans, and 400 Laſcars, with the 
Pioneers company, under the com- 
mand of a Major, to the northward, 
where the engineers had traced out a 


battery for 11 guns and 3 mortars. 


Ateight o'clock they began a trench 


for introducing gabions of four feet 


high, which were to form the inte- 
rior facing of the battery. At the 
ſame time a parallel was begun, go 
yards in the rear, of 250 yards long, 
and an approach of 400 yards in 


length, . Notwithſtanding the moon 
ſhone very bright, and the battery

morning fix embrazures were in 3 
condition to receive guns, and the 
reſt far advanced.

On the 14th 
the Hanover battery kept up a con- 
ſtant fire the whole day, which en- 
tirely ruined the weſt face and flank 
of the north-weſt baſtion, On the 
15th the Royal Battery was opened, 
which, by eight o' clock in the 
morning, ſilenced the fire of the 
enemy, and gave us an opportunity.

gate. This evening Col. Durre, of 
Royal Artillery, the Chief of the 
Jeſuits, and two Civilians, were ſent 
out by M. Lally, with propoſals for 
the delivering up the garriſon, a copy 
of which I Ts the honour to in- 
cloſe you, and my anſwer thereto. 
Alſo a copy of the ſeveral articles 
delivered me by the Chief of the Je- 
ſuits, on behalf of the French Eaſt- 
India company, to which I made no 
reply. On the 16th, at eight o'clock 


in the morning, the grenadiers of m 


regiment took poſſeſſion of the Vil- 
lenour-gate ; and, in the evening, 
thoſe of Draper's of the citadel. The 
commiſſaries were immediately or- 
dered to take an account of all the 
military ſtores found in the garriſon, 
and returns to be given in, of the 
number of officers, non- commiſſi- 
oned and private, of the different 
corps, at the time the place ſurren- 
dered, as well as the number of in- 
habitants; all of which I have now 


the honour to tranſmit to you, as 


well as a plan of the garriſon, with 
the works carried, and .intended to 
be carried on, againſt it. 

It is with the greateſt pleaſure I 
acquaint you, that during the whole

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given me by Admiral Steevens. I

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our poſition, which was a very ad- 


. yantageous one, on account of the 


woods and defiles, which it was ne- 
ceſſary to paſs, in order to come up 
with us. There was not a day in 
which our advanced. poſts were not 
diſturbed. His Serene Highneſs was 
informed on the 14th, in the even- 
ing, that Soubiſe's army bid made 
a motion forwards ; in conſequence 
of which, he ordered the baggage 
away, and the army to hold itlelf in 
readineſs . to be put under arms on 
the firſt ſignal. On the 14th, in the 
morning, the enemy's new camp was 
diſcovered, the right of which 
ſtretched towards the convent of 
Baradeis and Soeſt, the left reaching 
to the heights of Rhune; and, all 
having appeared quiet there, the 
baggage was ordered back. 

His Serene Highneſs, however, 
thought proper to make a move- 
ment with his army, the intention 
of which was to reinforce the right 
wing. The Hereditary Prince was 
at the extremity of it, which ex- 


tended as far as the village of Bu- 


derich, which was guarded by a de- 
tachment. The body of the army 


occupied the heights of Wambeln, 


and the Prince of Anhalt the ground 
between Illingen and Hohenover. 
Lord Granby kept his poſition on 


the heights of Kirch Denckern, and 


Lieutenant-General Wutgenau, who 
was encamped upon the heath of 
Untrup, marched by his right, to 
approach the village of Kirch Denc- 
kern. The avenues and poſts on the 
little river Aaſt, and the Sultzbak, 
were guarded by the piquets of the 
army, | : 

This was our poſition, when his 
Serene Highneſs was informed, on 
the 15th, about fix in the evening, 
that Soubiſe's army had ſtruck their 


tents, and were marching on their 


right. Almoſt at the ſame initant, 
he heard that the enemy had diſ- 
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lodged the advanced poſts of Lord 
Granby, and that they were ad- 


vancing in a ſtrong body towards his 
camp. 


Theſe informations determined 


him to make the following diſpo- 
ſitions: he ordered Lord Granby to 
maintain his ground to the laſt ex- 
tremity : Lieutenant-General Wat- 
genau, was ordered to march to the 
left, to block up the high road from 
Lipftadt to Ham, and to act in con- 
cert with Lord Granby, whoſe right 
was to be ſupported by the Prince of 
Anhalt, who joined it with his left, 
his own right reaching to the Aaſt, 
above Kirch Denckern: Lieutenant- 
General Conway replaced the Prince 


of Anhalt between Illingen and Ho- 


henover. The Hereditary Prince 
ordered Lieutenant-General Boſe to 
march with. part of his troops, to 
occupy the heights of Wambeln, and 
left Count Kilmanſegge on the fide 
of Buderick. The greateſt part of 
the artillery was dire by Count 


Schaumbourg Lippe, on the front 


of the left. 

M. de Sporken, who was encamp- 
ed at Hertzfeld, was ordered to ſend 
ſix battalions and ſix ſquadrons over 
the Lippe, which were to ſupport 
M. de Wutgenau; and he was to act 
with the reſt in the manner he ſhould 
think molt proper. 

Theſe diſpoſitions being made, 


his Serene Highneſs came to Lord 


Granby's camp, which was attacked 
very briſkly. His Lordſhip had 
taken his meaſures ſo well, that he 
ſuſtained the efforts of the. enemy 
till the arrival of M. Wutgenau, who

This movement was deciſive, and 
had all the ſuccefs that could be de. 
fired, Our troops having advanced 
with the greateſt intrepidity, ſoon 
obliged the enemy to give way, and 
to retreat with precipitation, having 
abandoned their dead and wounded; 
and ſeveral pieces of cannon, ſome 
of which are ſixteen- pounders. Max. 
well's battalion of grenadiers took 
the regiment of Rouge, formerly 
Belſunce, conſiſting of four batta- 
lions, with its cannon and colours. 
We have made beſides, a great ma- 
ny priſoners, but have not yet had 


The victorious troops followed the 
enemy as far as Haltrup; and the 
nature of the ground not having al- 
lowed the cavalry's acting, his Se- 
rene Highneſs was then obliged to 
content himſelf with detaching ſome 
light troops in purſuit of them. 

A briſk cannonade was ſtill conti- 
nued on the fide where the Heredi- 
tary Prince commanded; but upon 
the news of the defeat on their right, 
they were probably induced to give 


over. their attacks in that part too. 
They had made ſeveral unſucceſsful 
ones upon the village of Scheidingen, 
which was occupied by 200 men, 


Wutgenau's corps, who ſuſtained 
them with the greateſt firmneſs. The 
fire from the artillery, and ſmallarms, 
continued five hours, witnout the 
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enemy's gaining one inch of ground. 
It was near nine, when word was 
brought to his Serene Highneſs, that 
the enemy ſeemed to defion placing 
ſome batteries upon an eminence 
oppoſite to Lord Granby's camp, 
which we had not been able to in- 
cloſe within our lines. His Highneſs 
perceiving the necefiity of prevent- 
ing the enemy from ſeizing this emi- 
nence, from whence they might have 
very much galled us, and being in- 
formed of the arrival of the detach- 
ment under General Sporken, re- 
ſolved to make advantage of the ir- 
reſolution which appeared in the 
motions of the enemy, and ordered 
the troops, which were nearcit at

day ended with a general retreat of

how a perſon may know, in one of 
theſe exerciſes, whether he is under 
the influence of the Spirit of the 
LoxD, or his own natural ſpirit ? 
As it ſeems to me, on conſidering 
the query, utterly impoſſible to anſwer 
it with any tolerable degree of perſpi- 
cuity, ſo as to anſwer the pious in- 
tent of the author, within the ſmall 
compaſs that is uſually allotted to 
miſcellaneous articles, I hope the 
generality of your readers will hold 
themſelves obliged to. him for the 
firſt hint given to a work, which, 
through the bleſſing of Gop, may 
be of excellent uſe to the lambs of the 
mediator's flock, and may not be 
offenſive even to thoſe who are moſt 
grown in the faith, Nor will they 
be offended, I hope, if to render 


the work more univerſally uſeful, and 


the better to adapt it to this publi- 
cation (as this query, which is in

vine, therefore muſt be the fruit of 
divine inſtructions. g 
2 to the query, and 
the ſpirits by which 
every perſon is actuated, by the one 
or the other, are two, viz. the ſpirit 
of truth, and the ſpirit of error. 
One or other of thoſe preſides over 
all the thoughts of the heart, 
the words of the mouth, and every 
action of the life of all the poſterity 
of Adam for I know no medium 
between truth and error, nothing in- 
As prayer is 
the matter under conſideration, it 
behoves us to enquire when, in that 
exerciſe, a man may be faid to be 
under the one, and when under the 
other? In anſwer thereunto, I have 
often obſerved, that in all, or moſt 
of the exerciſes of religion, there are 
three paths, viz. two extremes, and 
a middle term, or path; theſe three 
pod engroſs all the profeſſors of re- 
igion; the two extremes are under 
the direction of the ſpirit of error. 
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13 
One; the name of which is the middle 
path of judgment, is reſerved to the 
direction of the ſpiritof truth. We 
ſhall find this, in nothing more, 
than in the manner of prayer. 

I. There are ſome people exceſ- 


ſively afraid of ſormality in prayer; 


and there are others ſtill, who, from 


à principle of meer negligence, ut- 
terly neglect premeditated prayer, 
equally with thoſe who deſpiſe it from 
2 principle of enthuſiaſm: theſe two 
kinds or people, under the influence 


of their own corrupt imagination, or 


2 ſpirit of darkneſs and error (call it 


which you will) are led into an ex- 


treme on tlie one hand; but on the 
other ſide, there are ſome, who, to 
avoid the errors which neceſſarily at- 
tend the precipitancy of the former, 
err as much on the other hand, and 
dare neither truſt the dictates of 
their own hearts, nor the inſtructions 
of him by whom chriſtians are taught 
to pray: but muſt have not only 
their matter and method premedi- 
tated, but their very ſentences muſt 
be conſtructed by another, upon 
whoſe ſkilfulneſs they implicitly rely, 
and muſt have their rules Cw 
them in black and white. Theſe are 
both of them extremes, and claim 
for their patron the /pirit of error, 
which dealeth all in extremes. | 
But betwixt theſe two, if I miſ- 
take not, the path of judgment, in 
which the bleſſed Spirit doth lead his 
people,—1s found. I do not mean, 
that if the Spirit of Gop doth not 
teachhis people to rely upon the com- 
poſilions of others, that he directeth 
them to pre- compoſe for themſelves, 
though this, alas, is the modern 
cuſtom: but that he leadeth them to 
pre- conſider the ſenſe they have of 
the greatneſs, goodneſs, and wiſdom 
of ſehovah, that when they come to 
addreſs his throne, their verbal adora- 
tions of him, in theſe and all his o- 
ther attributes, may not over- run their 
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tion of him

mental adoration of him. I mean, 


that he teacheth, his people to pre- 
conſider their intereſt in and relation 


to God, that their external invoca. 
may not expreſs more 
confidence, than their hearts are 
really poſſeſſed of. 1 
For nothing bears a more hateful 
aſpect, than the words Our Fa THEIR, 
in the mouths of ſuch who deny that 
we ean certainly know our adoption 
in time. I mean further, that the 
Holy Ghoſt leadeth his people to 
conſider the fin they have to mourn 


over and confeſs, the bleſſings they, 


or the perſons for whom they pray, 
do immediately want, the evils which 
they are to deprecate, the bleſſings 
for which they are to expreſs their 
thank fulneſs, &c. Such premedi- 
tation, if I am not groſsly ignorant, 
is the duty of every chriſtian, and 
a confiderable part of the Spirit's 
o nook ene 
II. It is not always ſafe for a man 
to conclude that he is influenced by 
the Spirit of God, when he finds 2 
fluency of words and freedom of 
utterance, for this doth very fre- 
quently proceed from natural cauſes, 
ſuch as a happy poſition of the ani- 
mal ſpirits—-or from familiarity with 
the perſons with whom we pray, 
eſpecially if we are conſcious that 
their gifts are inferior to our own; 
yea, if we only imagine ſo, it will 
anſwer the ſame end. For my own 


part I have frequently found, that 


pride lurking in my heart hath. been 
greatly concerned in my volability ; 
but the firſt, viz. the animal ſpirits 
having ſuch a ſtrong connection with. 
the mental faculties, as well as the 
organs of ſpeech, are very much, 
yea, moſt of all concerned in our 


volubility in prayer. There are ma- 


ny well decorated orations made 
with great freedom of ſpeech, adorned 
with a graceful utterance, prayer- 
wite, when, alas, the ſpirit of prayer 
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1 


is not there, as would readily appear, 
if the orator would be ſo honeſt, as 
to tell us the real diſpoſition of his 
heart whilſt in prayer ; whether he 
viewed GOD, or himſelf moſt, whe- 
ther he conſidered the greatneſs of 
ſehovah, or the taſte of the people 
with whom be prayed, n. 

III. Nor is it ſafe for a man to 
conclude, that he is under the influ- 
ence of a ſpirit of error, when in 
prayer, he ſeems to be at a great 
diſtance from the favour of God. 
For it frequently happens, that a 
ſoul is never more under the influ- 
ences of- ſanctifying grace, than 
when he ſeems, in his own appre- 
henfon, to be at the greateſt di- 
ance.— But becauſe I know all are 
not of my mind in this, I muſt beg 
of them, Who think otherwiſe, to 
confider the caſe of Job, who, when 
he was neareſt his enlargement, un- 
lerwent the ſevereſt. rebykes ; and 
why.not ſo with God's children in

S you have favoured the public 
with a query ſent you, un- 
doubtedly by a very judicious cor- 
reſpondent (to wit) * How may a 
« perſon know, with ſome degree of 
« certainty, whether he is under the 
« operations of the bleſſed ſpirit, or 
under the temptations of Satan : 
or elſe, more properly, under the 
movings of his own ſpirit and ima- 
gination ? ſee p. 98. So, I doubt 
not, but he will give an anſwer to 
his own important query, 1n the 
moſt profound and accurate manner, 
However, an honeſt and ſincere (tho? 
weak) attempt, according to his 
plan, may be admitted your candid 
peruſal, and ſubmitted to your diſ- 
cretion. I apprehend, then, that the 


a aA K K 


difference, as ſtated in the plan, may 


be conſidered in the manner of the 
operation or influence; the tendency 
of it, and the termination of it. 
Two things, I take for granted, 


- both which I think are indubitably 


evident. Firſt, that every behever, 
every heaven-born ſoul, is, by the 
divine work upon his heart, made to 
abhor every evil way, every ſin ; 
and yet he at the ſame time finds, 
almoſt (at leaſt) every ſin working 
within him. And, ſecondly, that 
all believers, are in every thing liable 
to be actuated either by the bleſſed 
ſpirit, the influence of good angels; 
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or by their own evil imagination, and 
the ſuggeſtions of Satan: fo conſe- 
quently Satan's methods with the 
wicked and the godly are very diffe- 
rent ; but it is only the believer 
which comes within the verge of 
your correſpondent's plan ; and to 
this I confine my thoughts. 

Firſt, as to the manner of the 
operation, I humbly apprehend, 
there 15 an apparent difference to an, 
obſerving mind. The Spirit of God 
does not, at any time, debaſe the 


noble power of the ſoul, the under- 


ſtanding, by attempting an entrance 
at the ſervile door of the affections; 


but honours himſelf, and the ſoul of 
man, by entering 1n at the beautiful 


gate, the everlaſting door'of the un- 
erſtanding *, and fo, in an alluring 
way, commands the compliance of 
the will, and the affections, they 
will naturally follow ; whereas the 
evil ſpirit comes as a thief, and is 
glen to get entrance at the ſervile 
oor of the affections, working by 
the ienſes, on the imagination and 
fancy +, and ſo the will is as it were 
dragged into a compliance, and the 
underſtanding 1s as it were darkened, 
and become a ſervant. Happy would 
it be if believers had a better un- 
derſtanding of themſelves, and a 
greater, and more conſtant guard 
over their affections. | 
The wiſe man direRs to keep the 
heart with all diligence ; and as to 


our ſenſes, they are not to be truſted 


or indulged at any time. David 
prayed that his eyes might be turned 
awayfrom beholding vanity. A gazing 
on the creature, gives the devil an

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opportunity to ſtrike the fancy, and 
then our feet are ſoon gone. Again, 
the operation of the ſpirit comes 
with pureneſs and pleaſure: the 
light in the underſtanding diffuſeth 
itſelf through all the faculties. But 
Satan's influence, and that of our 
own hearts, as there is no light in it 
for the underſtanding, ſo there is no 
urity, peace, or pleaſure for the 
Lats ; but ſomething painful and 
defiling. To trangreſs is a hard 
way ; an unclean and troubleſome 
way, Prov. xi. the way in which 
tranſgreſſors chuſe to walk, | 

The operations of the ſpirit, the 
influence of Satan, and the motions 
of our own hearts, are all, at times, 
very ſudden, and ſomewhat ſurpri- 
ſing; but the operations of the di- 
vine ſpirit. however ſudden or ſur- 
prifing, they are always calm *, 
pure, transforming and humbling, 
referring all to the uninterpreted + 
word. Whereas the motions of our 
own hearts, and Satan's ſuggeſtions, 
are always attended with ſomething 
or other inconſiſtent with, and di- 
realy oppoſite to theſe. Oh, that 
thoſe who have eyes to ſee, would 
but make uſe of them. 

But, ſecondly, we may view the 
difference in the tendency of the one 
and of the other. 

Firſt, The operation of the ſpirit 
has an immediate and direct ten- 
dency to lead in the way of truth, 
and the way of truth is but one. It 
is the way of life, and that is above, 


nm 
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Prov. xv. 24, above the reach of 
the natural man; it is the way 
everlaſting, the way Jesus did 
walk in, the way which he himſelf 
is. But there are innumerable perni- 
cious f ways, which are directly con- 
trary to truth; and Satan, and our 


own corrupt and deceitful hearts, are 


alwavs moving of us (when not pre- 
vented by ſovereign grace} to walk 
in ſome one or other of them; ſo 
that we may know that we are moved 
either by Satan or our own hearts, 
when it has a tendency to lead us in 


any other way (let it be approved of 


ever ſo much by men, yea, by good 
men) except the way of truth, Per- 
ſuaded I am, the generality of be- 
lievers, ſouls born again, in this de- 
generate age, are, in their yet 
walk, actuated by the ſpirit of error; 
for tho? they have the ſpirit of truth, 
which always abides in them, and 
they are often- moved by it, yet they 
both grieve and quench it. 
are we not grown ſo very polite and 
rational (having ſo much outward 
liberty) that we are ready to conclude 
there is no need of, or room for the 
divine influence? except in ſome 
uncommon affairs, or extraordinary 
caſes. But with me it is evident, that 
the ſpirit of God, by and with the 
written word, is the covenant bleſſing 
which the people of Gop ſhould be 
v_—_ for, and living in the expeCa- 
tion of, to guide them through this 
wilderneſs; in reſpect to their natu- 
ral, their civil, and religious conduct.

rect his own ſteps. 
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It is not in man that walketh to di- 
In all our ways 
we are bid to acknowledge Gop ; 
and till we are led to it, and to ob- 
ſerve his ſecret operations, I do not 
expect to ſee the revival of the 
power of religion. But I leave the 
hint to the wiſe and conſiderate. 

Another tendency of the divine 
ſpirit's influence, is to promote the 
wiſdom which is from above; for 
the ſpirit is a ſpirit of wiſdom ; and 
the apoſtle James, in his ch. iii 17, 
gives us ſuch a pathethic and familiar 
account of it, that all diſcerning per- 
ſons may ſee, wherein, and when they 
are under the influence of the divine 
ſpirit; and under the movings of 
their own hearts, or the ſuggeltions 
of Satan. 

Again, another tendency of the 
ſpirit of God, is to lead into liberty, 
yea, glorious liberty too; but what 
comes from Satan, and our own 
corrupt hearts; our own imagination 
tends to lead into bondage. How 
is the believing ſoul many times en- 
tangled with one luſt and another ? 
and do not they ariſe from Satan or 
our own hearts ? How is the poor 
faint preſſed down with a ſenſe of 
the guilt of fin? and conſequently 
entangled with the power of it; and 
this too, after Gop ſpoke peace and 


_ pardon to him, through the blood 


and 11yhteouſneſsof the Lorp jJesus. 
And this pretended part of religion, 
like other temptations, ſhal! be 
backed with ſcripture. But let the 
believer conſider, that the ſpirit of 
Gop is a ſpirit of liberty, freeing 
from a ſenſe of guilt, and in chat 
view, in ſome meaſure, giving power 
to overcome ſin. The devil does 
not love to ſee the believer walk in 
full aſſurance of faith; and therefore 
he takes all the ſteps he can to pre- 
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vent it, and the believer had need 
have his eyes wide open to fee the 
ſnare, when the devil turns himſelf 
into an angel of light. To war with 
ſpiritual wickedneſs in high places, 
we had need have on the whole ar- 
mour of Gop. He that hath ſaid to 
the believing ſou! fear not, for I am 
4% GOD, will never move him to 
fear afterwards * ; 
who have felt the love of Gop in 
their hearts +, ſtart back, at the firſt 
motion they find to call it in queſti- 


on, as from the devil. 


But, thirdly, by the termination of 
the ſpirit of truth, and the ſpirit of 
error, plainly ſpeaks the difference. 
That which comes from Gop, can- 
not terminate in any thing ſhort of 
Gop. Tis his glory the believer is 
led to aim at when under divine in- 
fluence. The man is led out of him- 
ſelf, he 1s no longer his own, God 
is love! and that faith, which the 
operations of God do lead the ſoul to 
live by, always worketh by love. 
So, according to the degree and 
force of the operation, is the degree 
of love in which it terminates. Love 
to Gop! and this will ſpread itſelf 
far and wide. See how the apoſtle 
John has embelliſhed (if I may fo 
expreſs myſelf) his epiſtles with the 
beauties of it, in the deſcription he 
has given thereof; fo that every be- 
liever (if not aſleep) may at once 
diſcern what is of Gop, and what 
is not. Beides, I humbly appre- 
hend, tnere 1s in every behever a 
certain Criterion 4; a peculiar pro- 
perty in every ſaint, whereby he can 
diſtinguiſh truth from error, better 
than the niceſt logician, or the moſt 
exact critic. He that hath the new 
name in the wiite ſtone knows it, 
and none but him/elf can know it. 
Moreover, can any man appeal to 
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Rom. viii. 15. I Jude xx. 
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any thing beſides, or above the ſun, 


to determine whether he ſees the 
light of it, or no? ſo, to what 
ſha!l the believer appeal, but to the 
ſpirit of Gop to determine for him? 
« *'Tis in thy light we ſee light,” 
ſaith the pſalmiſt, And here I would 
only add, Peter's ready compliance 


in hiding the girdle, and Abraham's 
in offering his ſon, can hardly com- 
ort and correſpond with the maxims 


and conduct of the day; which is, I 


apprehend, to reaſon themſelves into 
faith and obedience, contrary to the 
plain meaning of the Holy Ghoſt, 
2 Cor. is. 13; and hence I obſerve, 
poor trembling believers are kept 
low, and the vaunting orthodox 
goes on with eaſe. 

I ſhall wait, and long to ſee a 
more perfect and ſcriptural aniwer 
to this intereſting and important 
query; and remain, gentlemen, 
your hearty well-wiſher, in obſcu- 
rity, and long for the time when all 
that divides the true church of 
CHRIST fhall be ſwallowed up in love.

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determine how far a man may ſin 
before he commits that fin, would 
de to determine what the Lord has 
himſelf put out of the power of any 
fnite creature; and he alone knows 
how far his children may fall, before 
they fall into that fin which ſhall 
never be pardoned, which none of 


the children of Gop ever did, or 
erer ſhall fall into, becauſe the oath 


and power of Gop is engaged, to 
defend them from falling eternally. 
But there is one thing to be here 
noted, viz. That there 1s not one 


inſtance in all the book of Goo, 
wherein any of the children of Gop 


fell or committed any fin, that, 
upon being charged with it, ever 
cloaked it, or ſtrove to make it ap- 


[year as no fin, but, on the contrary, 


acknowledged it, and extolled that 
love of JesUs, who through the 


eternal ſpirit gave himſelf a ranſom 


for the gnilty; and thoſe who thro? 
the fin they had contracted, by 
coming through the loins of their 
father Adam, and their own per- 
ſonal guilt, had brought condem- 
nation and deſtruction (even ever- 
laſting) upon themſelves. So that 


ſtom the whole of what has been 


laid on the firſt queſtion, it plainly 
appears, that none but Gop can ex- 


preſly determine, how far one of 


his children may fall. As to the 


latter clauſe, in the firſt quethon, it 


is alſo clear, that all the children 


of Gop have the true grace of Gop 


in their ſoul, and ſhall never loſe it, 


whether they ſtand or whether they 
fall, though their falls ſhall be to 
their ſhame, and the hurt of their 


own conſcience here, as well as to 


te diſhonour of the cauſe they 
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eſpouſe. Theſe few hints, I hope, 
will ſatisfy on the firſt queſtion. 

As to the ſecond, there need be 
very little ſaid upon the clearing of 
it, though the point itſelf is the 
main point wherein every man living 
is nearly concerned, viz. whether 
his faith is natural or ſpiritual? I 
ſay, this is the main point and 
enquiry of every ſeeking ſoul, who 
has in the loweſt degree taſted that 
the Lorp is gracious, but is ſtill 
(through weakneſs and infirmity) 
unable to ſee his title to the kingdom 
of Gon by CHRIST JEsus, Well 
then, how are we to know the diffe- 
rence, or rather what is the real 
difference ? they are undoubtedly 
ſome of theſe following hints. 

Firſt, a natural faith, though ever 
ſo high *, truſts not in JIEs us 
CHRIST for righteouſneſs. But on 
the contrary, a ſpiritual faith, or 
the faith of Gop's ele, is on a 
Gop in Car1sT reconciling the 
world unto himſelf. | 

Secondly, he that is only poſſeſſed 
of a natural faith, truſts in his doing 
the beſt he can, and ſo in Jesus, as 
he ſays, for the reſt ; but he that has 
a ſpiritual faith, wholly truſts to 
Jesvs, and not to himſelf, in whole, 
or in part. But the main difference 
lies here, = 

Thirdly, the heart 1s not changed, 
nor the man as yetjuſtified, and there- 
fore he that belieweth not is condemned 
already, &c. John iii. 18; but in the 
ſame verſe, he that believeth on him 


7s not condemned. Now we know that 


he that believeth is likewiſe juſtified 
not on account of his faith as an 
act, but he is juſtified by the blood 
of CHRIST, brought hame to the

Fourthly, as there is no change 
of foul wrought by the ſpirit of Gon, 
ſo there is no love of Gop; neither 
indeed can there be; ſeeing they 
were never convinced; and ſo never 
knew of a deliverance, or which is 
the ſpring of love, for, faith one 
apoſtle, wwe lowe him hecanfe” he firſt 
towed us; but the behever loves God, 
and all his. obedience proceeds from 
a principle of love which is ſealed 
in his heart, and from which all kis 
works proceed as from a fountain. 

Fitthly and laſtly, though in out- 


ward appearance a nian with natural 


faith may actually appear as upright 
in the light of men (I do not ſay it is 
always lo) as the moſt ſpiritual be- 
liever, and live as upright (with re- 


ſpect to conſcientious living) but here 


Ji-s the main point, he, at the beſt, 
only acts as Paul did before his 
converſion; for he cannot ſay, as 
Peter from a felt ſenſe of the love 
of Gop, Lord thou knowe/t all things, 
thou knoweſ# that I love thee. Know 
this, he that hath a ſpiritual faith, 
can truly ſay; and the Loy can 
likewiſe tay, yea, and doth till fav, 
as of old, behold an 1/raeclite indeed, 
in whom is no guile. 

The main difference then is clear, 
J hope, from theſe few. hints, I 
mean the {cripture difference; but 
there is one thing further to obſerve, 


Viz. that the belicver, though he 


falls daily, his views are always 
fixed and centered in JIEs us, that 
fountain opened for fin and for un- 
cleanneſs, which he knows. muſt 
cleanſe him, or he mult periſh ; he 
nas repentance given to him, which 
need not to be repented of; but if 
the natural man's conſcience begins 
to trouble him, he flies (not to the 
blood of CERIS T for relief) but to

E R moſt Serene Highneſs the 
| Princeſs Charlotte of Meck- 
lenburg, having embarked on board 
his Majeſty's yacht at Stade, the 


22d palt, and fallen down the Elbe 


to Cuxhaven, failed from thence the 
28th, and arrived in the port of Har- 
wich, on Sunday evening laſt, the 
Gth inſtant. Her Highneſs continued 
that night, and dined yeſterday, on 
board ; after which, ſhe ſet out from 
Harwich, and lay laſt night at the 
Earl of Abercorn's houſe at Witham 
in Eſſex; from whence her Highneſs 
ſet out this morning at eight, and 
arrived at a quarter paſt three, at his 
Majeſty's pala 
ſhe alighted at the Garden gate, and 
was received by the King and all 
the Royal Family. At nine this 
evening the marriage ceremony, be- 
tween bie Majeſty and her moſt Se- 
rene Highneſs, was ſolemnized by 
the Lord Archbiſhop of Canterbury, 
in the Royal Chapel there. 


All the Royal Family, together 
with his Royal Highneſs the Duke of 


Cumberland, and Princeſs Amelia, 
were preſent at the nuptials. Their 


Majeſties, after the ceremony, fat 
on one ſide of the altar, on two ſtate 
chairs under a .canopy ; her Royal 
Highneſs the Princeſs Dowager of 
Wales ſat facing them, in a chai of 
fate, on the * . ſide; and all the

MON G the many wounded, 
who, after the battle of Ber- 
gen, on April 13, 1759, were brought 
into F Has d was the right honou- 
rable Charles Dyhem, Bart. lieute- 
nant General of the Saxon forces in 
the ſervice of France. He was born 
of an ancient and honourable family 
in Sileſia, April 10, 1710, ſo that 
it was juſt his birth-day when he re- 
ceived his mortal wounds. He was 
of equal abilities as a miniſter in the 
cabinet, or as a general in the field. 
In his younger years he had gone 
through a — courſe of ſtu- 
dy in che univerſity, and made a 
great proficiency in philoſophy, aud 
in the mathematicks, after ſtudyin 
divinity, particularly polemical, til 
at length he reaſoned himſelf into 
an infidel, inſomuch that the labours 
of the moſt learned men were entirely 
loſt upon him. During his illneſs, 


he ſhewed not the leaſt in dination 
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philoſophy,

lowing reply: I am apt to believe

for pious company, or ſerious dif. 
courſe, till two days before he died;

-Gop. AM replied, you fay, If you 
take the ſcriptures to be a divine 
revelation.” — He fetched a deep ſigh, 
and ſaid, O Gov, thou wilt male 
me ſay, Alſo becauſe] take the ſcrip- 
tures to be thy word. Here I theught 


ieve Gop has a Son, and that. 


proper to ſay, there are grounds and 
reaſons enough to demonſtrate the 
truth and divine origin of chriſtia.

ANS zþon Religious Converſation. 


FHAT religious, ſpiritual 
: converſation 1s a great duty, 
is, 1 believe, confeſſed by all ſerious 
Chriſtians.

are commanded to comfort his peo- 
ple, and particularly the feeble- 
minded, 
thoughts are humbly preſented. 

By conſolations and comforts in the 
query I ſhall underkand eaſe, quietne/s, 
and ſatisfaction, regarding our pre- 
ſent or eternal ſtate, ſo as to produce 


joy and gladneſs. 


The query itſelf denotes that ge- 


tuine conſolations are wrought in the 


heart by the Spirit of God. 1 ſhall en- 
deavour firſt, to point out this ge-

The 
comfort of the Hoty Grosr can- 
not be where the fruit of the Spitit 
is not. Yet even in a true Believer 
J queſtion not but comforts may 
ſpring from his own imagination or 
a deluſtve ſpirit. Fheſe comforts 
will not fail to produce corrupt 
fruit. Inftead of melting, it will har. 
den the heart, filling it with pride 
and vanity, not with humility and 
gravity. They will cauſe the wheel 
of obedience to run heavily, whe- 
ther it reſpects private devotion or 
public worſhip; the general con- 
duct alſo will be more lax and care- 
leſs, for the converſation will not be 
more in Heaven. 'The perfon will be 
more prompted to an offenſive and ſin- 
ful ſelf· ſeeking, than to a ſavoury and 
holy ſelf-denial. He will be carried 
away more by ſenſe than by faith, 
and in many parts of his conduct 
he will imitate an unbeliever, rather 
than bear the image of his holy Re- 
deemer. We ſhould beware of ima- 
ginary and deluſive conſolations, as 
much as we ſhould pray for thoſe 
that are genuine. The former will 


certainly diſhohour the poſpel, but 


the others adorn it. How confident 
were the Laodiceans but how wretch- 
ed their ſtate? How many others 
are there who are altogether in a 
ſtate of nature and deſtitute of ſav- 
ing grace, yet have their imaginary 
and delukve comforts.

have their devotion, and no doubt 
their imaginary comfort. The igno- 
rant Proteſtant, Who knows little 
more of real Chriſtianity than a Hot-

IRS T, Mr. Hunt ſays, «That the divine nature of Chriſt is 
e ſhadowed oat unto us, by the Metaphor of the Roſe, Chriſt,” 
mentioned, Cant. ii. 1. I am the Raſe of Sharon. In anſwer, I would ob- 
ſerve, Firſt, that the divine nature of Chriſt is God, a ſubſtantial 
perſon in the Godhead ; and can God, who is an immaterial ſub- 
ſtance, be ſhadowed out by a roſe, or any material reſemblance ? It is 
a dark conception of the divine nature, to ſhadow out God, who is 
an infinite being. 

Second, It is only as God is known, and related to us in Chriſt, 
that he ſhadows out himſelf unto us; it is in Chriſt, by reaſon of 
Chriſt being in our nature, and of God's promiſe, of old, to ſend 
Chriſt in the fleſh to us in our nature: Indeed God is ſaid, in ſerip- 
ture, to have a face, eyes, hands, and bowels, &c. not that, when 
God ſpeaks of himſelf, by theſe and other human parts, they are 
really the divine nature, as the Anthropomorphites fancied, but they 
are the declaration of the human nature of Chriſt as it ſtands in 


union with God; mouth, arms, and foul, face, eyes, and hands, are 
| not 
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not to be aſcribed to the divine nature, as Mr. Hunt does in page 74, 
calling them his comely parts; but to our nature, as it ſtands in 
union with God; nor is it meerly ſpoken, as ſome would obſerve, 
that t is God condeſcending to our capacities, but it is Chriſt ma- 
nifeſting himſelf to us, as God's meſfenget, as the Father's fervant, 

as the jon of man. ©; „ 
Third, The metaphor, I am the Roſe of Sharon, can be ſpoken of 
no perſon in God, abſtractly, but of Chriſt as the fon of man, 
or as Chriſt the anointed of God; as the word Chriſt ſignifies the 
unction of the Holy Ghoſt, When Chrift received the Spirit, with- 
out meaſure, it fell upon Jeſus of Nazareth, the human nature alone 
being the ſubje& of receiving the Holy Ghoſt ; for I know of 
no metaphor, or ſhadow, that God is ſet out unto us by in ſcnp- 
ture, to ſhadow out the divine nature, or his infinite perfections; but 
to ſhadow out his grace to us in the fleſh of Jeſus ; for without the 
vail of Chriſt's fleſh, our God 1s a conſuming fire; we can hold no 
communion with God's efience and perfèections, but as it is revealed 
in Chriſt ; and therefore, it 15 the Holy Ghoſt leads us to him, as 
Mediator, by ſhadows and metaphors, which points him out as 
man: Some ſhadows, or glaſſes, repreſent him more to us than 
others, as there is more in him, to us, as he is a bridegroom, a huſ- 
band, than as heis a ſhepherd, of a ſhield. All his works of nature, 
grace, and glory, being ſettled in ſubſerviency to his praiſe, under 
this ſettlement of Chriſt; from everlaſting, as the head of the church, 
Prov. viii. 23, 24. to be made maniſeſt in time. Then he ordained us 
men, and preſented a number of them to his Son ( * ſet up the Man 
wiſdom) then ordained their creation, under one common head of a 
promiſcuous multitude, children and ftrangers, yet both without ſin; 
then ordained the fall of every one of them under their common head 
of nature; then ordained the reſtoration of the children by this Elder 
Brother, and paſſed by all the ſtrangers, or ſuch whom he never ap- 
pointed to acquaintance with theſe things. Thus one thing fell in 
upon another in this manner from everlaſting, which though we 
cannot take in without a ſucceſſion in our thoughts, yet they all lay 
together, in the moſt perſect order in the divine mind; we behold 
them ſucceſſively, but God ſaw them all at once. + *Tis not then from 
evctlaſting, juſt in the ſame ſenſe as the filiation of the Son of God, or 
his 


* Cbrift, under the cbaracter of wiſdoni, mentioned in Prov. viii. 23. where Chriſt , 
ſays, 1 was ſet up from everlaſting, or ever the earth was, as the head and bufband of 
bis people; not as to his divine nature, for that cannot be ſet up, being uncreated, ante- 
genial; therefore it is ignorance to aſcribe it to bis divine nature. 


+ Here we muſt beg lea ve to di 742 Mr. Huſſey: It is not from that everlaſt-

his being God's only Son from everlaſting, P/al. xc. 2. but from that 
eyerlaſting, where God's ways and wok then began, as Chriff was 
the beginning of God's ways before his open works; therefore it is 
Chriſt as in the fleſh, even whilſt now in glory ; he being entered 
with our nature into Heaven, who is made of God unto us wiſdom, 
in the beautiful R/ of Sharon; *tis Chriſt as Mediator, that is the 
Tree of Life, to eat and live for ever, in the new approaching Eden; I 
mean the glorious new Jeruſalem, not to be enjoyed in Heaven, but 
coming down from God out of Heaven; and this ſame Tree of Life, 
in the midſt of the ſtreet of it, the fruit of which is to be glory and 


life, as now it is grace and life, by the ſecond Adam, the Saviour; 


and this in oppoſition to the fruit of that tree, in the midit of the 
garden of the other Paradiſe, belonging to the firft Adam, or the firft 
man of open propagation, which fruit was fin, ſhame, and death. The

and purpoſe ? Or, was there two duties in the ſame everlaſting, one for bis Son, and one 


for his counſels ? One or other it muſt be, ve will try them both. Firſt, to talk of tao9 
everlaſtings before time, is the ſame as to ſay a firſt and ſecond eternity, which is a ſole- 
ciſm, an incongruity, and a firſt and ſecond date in eternity is as incongruous ; for it ſup- 
poſes a ſucceſſion of new thoughts, to ariſe in Fehovah's mind; firſt, the generation of his 
Son, or the eternal filiation of Chriſt, (as ſome call it then the thoughts of his love ta hit 
people, Sc. Which ſucceſſion of thoughts is impoſſible to bis nature; the thought of which 
is very deſtructive to his being: For nothing new can wo before his omniſcient eye, 
Pſal. xc. 2. From everlaſting to everlaſting thou art God. Though Mr. Hufley 
brings this text to prove the filiation of the Son of God, wwhich is only ſpoken of the na 
ture, eſſence, and per fections of Fehovah, being from everlaſting to everlaſting : But if 
Mr. Huſſey, and many others, mean, by the filiation of Chriſt, his divine nature, being 
begotten, wwe muſt beg leave to tell them, that Chriſt's deity muſt be better maintained 
from the ſcriptures of truth, or otherwiſe they muſt 78 leave to the Arians and Socinians 
to triumph, which we are not willing to do; and therefore boldly afſert, (and let them 
contradict it as will, we are ready to defend it) that Chriſt, as to his divine nature, is 
uncreated, or otherwiſe he could not e exiſt of bimſelf; and if be did not neceſſarily 
exiſt of bimſelf, as to bis divine nature, be cannot be God over all, bleſſed for evermore, 
But the Apoſtle joys be is, Rom. ix. 5. therefore awe take leawe, from divine authority, 
to affirm, that the Lord Jeſus, as to his divine nature, is unbegotten, uncommunicable, 
ſelf-exiftent, independent, co-eſſential with the Father ; and that there is not one text in 
the book of God that ſpeaks of him under the character of the Son of God, but it has g 
reſpect to his es as Mediator, and not to his original, divine, and eſſential nature, gs 


Fehovab, and coeval with the Father. But the reader my expect a larger entertain= 


ment upon this ſubject, when we come to treat of Chriſt's glories, as Fehovah by nature. 
But then, how are awe to conceive of the love of God ? I anſwer, as a perfection of the 
divine nature, 1 John iv. 16. God is love. His love ariſes from his eſſence, and is 
coetaneous with his nature; therefore there can be no nts fixed unto it, but what is pro- 
per to his oun exiſtence : For when Febovab fixed the date of his love unto his church 
and people, he takes it from his own exiſtence, I have, ſays he, loved thee wi h an ever- 
laſting love, Fer, xxxi. 3. and ſays the Pſalmiſt, from everlaſting to everlaſting thou 
art God, Pſal. xc. 2. EA love is his nature, loving his people. But then, Secondly, 
We muſt obſerve, that this love abode, reſted, and dwelt in his eternal mind, until it wat 
his pleaſure to break it forth and make it manifeſt. Epheſ. i. 9. Having made known 
unto us the myftery of his will, according to his good pleaſure, which he hath pur- 
poſed in himſelf, Thirdly, We muſt likewiſe obſerve, that though bis nature is love, 
yet the fixation and beftowment of this love, is an aft of ſovereignty, ⁊ubether it be $a 
men or angels ; though it flows from his nature, yet it is fixed and ſettled upon them 
according to his ſovereign councels and divine tranſactions. Eph. i. 11, 
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(8) 
ſhadows belong to Chriſt, as all metaphors whereby he is ſhadowed 
out to us, as he is the word that was made fleſh, John i. 14. and it 
is as ſuch, that ſtill he 1s as the apple tree among the trees of the 
wood ; it 1s alone, as he is in the fleſh, that he can be ſhadowed out 
unto us; ſo that before the time of the promiſe drew nigh, as the Old 
Teſtament Saints had not received him in the fleſh, nor otherwiſe 
ſeen him, yet by faith beheld him to come in the fleſh ; therefore 
the church could teſtify of him, under the ſhadow of the tree, and a 
righteous branch to be raiſed up to David; I ſat down under his ſhadow 
with great delights as if ſhe had ſaid, I find all good coming into my 
ſoul by this free gift, this gift of God to me, as given me in my na- 
ture, for as ſuch, he is the ſhadow of a great rock in a weary land, in 
whom we enjoy God, and are not ſcorched by the flames of divine 


holineſs, | 


By the metaphor, of the Ro/e of Sharon, the Holy Ghoſt ſets forth 
Chriſt's glorified ſtate in Heaven, the text looks to the man Jeſus, as 
8 though he was once on earth found in faſhion as a man, and 

aving the common properties of a man, yet here he 1s ſet out as 
glorified. The Old Teſtament, ſpeaking of things to come, as done, 
according to ancient ſettlements between God and Chriſt, though yet 
to come between Chriſt and the Church; he is not ſet forth in theſe 
words, I am the Raſe of Sharon, as humbled, but as the humanity 
now abſolutely ſubſiſts in the open glory of the Divinity, and 
the human nature is perfectly filled with all the glory due to his 
perſonal glory in Heaven, and is here deſcribed as ſuch. Oh! 
what a fight will it be to be with him! to behold him where he is! 
not as a man of ſorrows, but in his abſtract glory, as the metaphor 
in the text points out; in the latter part of it, he ſays, I am the 
Lilly of the valley; wherein he takes notice, how he once ſprung on 
the earth, in his abaſement; and indeed, his glory was firſt in God's 
eye before his humiliation, and therefore is fitly placed before it. So 
that in this deſcription of him, I am the Roſe of Sharon, the Holy 
Ghoſt hath admirably fitted it on purpoſe, to cut off all conſiderations 
of him on earth, but what are every way worthy of him in Heaven: 
This text hath to do with the Lord Chriſt under the glorious kingly 
ſhadow of his ſpreading favours to his Saints, neither doth a ſtranger 
intermeddle with this joy; though this Sharor*s Roſe, be gotten into 
bloom, it is a ſecret between the bridegroom and the bride ; therefore 
he ſays, all things that I have heard of my Father, have I made known, 
unto you, Joh. xv. 15. It is the Saints that ſee their all in Chriſt, their 
own beauty, holineſs, and enjoyment, before it reached them, and 
this, while the greateſt part of men, now at this day, ſee more delight 
in language, more beauty in wit, more colour in gold, and are more 
taken with carnal honours, than they are with Chriſt. 'Though Mr. 
Hunt obſerves, ©* that ſome men diſlike roſes,” yet where do we find 
a part of the world ſet againſt the beauty of roſes, as they are * 
: : ns

the beauty of Chrift ; for the more Cbrift ſhineth forth in any one 
truth, in any one perſon, in any miniſtry ; or it he doth not ſhine 
forth in all truths, in all the ſaints, in all the miniſtry alike ; is he 
not more or leſs delighted as to each of theſe for the ſake of this? 
Doth not light (for inſtance) of Chriſt, which is the preaching of the 
goſpel, diſcover that doing the will of the Father, is believing on 
him whom the Father has ſent; he having all power given him of 
the Father to appoint and command it, which ſet the bold Neonomians 
to corrupt the faith of the goſpel, and the practical Antinomians 
to trample upon the order of the goſpel, as one cannot bear the 
light of the goſpel, nor the other cannot bear the heat of the goſ- 
pel in the government of Chriſt, Of the increaſe of whoſe government 
there ſaall be ud end, Iſa. ix. 7. I will tell any man plainly that it 
is the goſpel in the ſplendor and glory of it, that ſplendor which 
few profeſſors can endure, but brand it with Aniinomiani/m, Ac. I 
lay, it was this goſpel which drew me with cords of love, into the 
ſtricteſt order of fellowſhip in breaking of bread, and in prayer, Acts ii. 42. 
Intereſt in the privileges of the goſpel, I mean abſolute pardon of, 
ſin, holineſs of nature from Chriſt, peace of conſcience, joy in then 
Holz Ghaſt; I ſay, before an experimental acquaintance with theſe 
enjoyments, I was a great hater of the ſaints of God, of the churches 
of Chriſt, and yet a preacher ; and ſo it had Zen in my ſoul unto 
this day, both againſt the government of Chri/t, his yoke, and 
all obedience to him, if the Lord had not preached down all ſuch 
preachers as miſled me! and that by bringing his mighty grace into 
my ſoul, and turning all their ways and ſchemes, for doing the will 
ol God, quite out of doors; that, bleſſed be Fehowah for ever, Iam 
now alive to Chrift, and dead to their way of doings: and I am 
verily perſwaded, there are thouſands of ſaints, in this nation, that 
can by grace experience this; for 'Chrift is received by faith, as 
many as received him, John 1. 12. by faith Chrift is laid hold of, as the 
hepe jet before us, Heb. vi. 18. his ſtrength is laid hold of Ja. xxvii. 
5. by faith Chrift is apprehended, after Chrz/? hath firſt apprehended 
the foul, and took hold of us, as ve, of mercy, before prepared unto 
glory, Rom. ix. 23. Phil. ut. 12. 4 follow after, if that I may appre- 
hend, for that which J am alſo apprehended in Chrift Jeſus ; all theſe 
things, that faith is created in the foul for, are true; for faith is 
wrought of the operation off Goa, Col. ii. 12. and the ſoul receives 
Cbriſl, lays hold of him in his ſtrength, as our rock and anchor- 
hold: For to ſay any thing of Chriſt, Which the rule of faith will 
not warrant me, would be a diſgrace to his glorious name. But 
the ſcriptures no where warrant me to ſay, that the Zord Chrift is 
a roſe that may be gathered; for, to ſay ſo, is a blemiſh upon his 
glory, for to gather him is inconſiſtent with glorifying him as we 
ought : Take his perſon, as repreſented, as the Roſe of Sharon, 
and he is advanced to the full bloom, he is diſplayed in the higheſt 
perfection due to the Mediator: For a roſe in full bloom is ripened 
into the higheſt perfection of its kind, This, now applied to 
Cori, points us to him in that amplitude of glory in which the 


church ſhall behold him as he is, when he ſhall appear, and the

Saints ſhall be like him, and ſee him as he is. For the Hoh Ghoſt 


ſetting forth C5r:/? as the Roſe of Sharon, doth not repreſent him ag 
he is preached in the goſpel to finners, but as he preached in the 


| goſpel to his own faints, that have obtained by believing the fore. 


view of him thro' a elaſs darkly ; and to ſet them more a longin 

after his appearing in his open glory, when he ſhall be beheld face 
to face; and through the ſaints conformity to him, in the re/arregi. 
on of the juft, ſhall be aamired in all them that believe ; when he will 
lay it out before the world, what right, though ſhort conceptions 
of the glory of his perſon, in oppoſition to all world glory, he had 
been giving to his ſaints by the Holy Ghe/? in this life. And what 
right, though ſhort conceptions of their own raiſed glorious bodies, 
in conformity to Chriſt's moſt glorious body, they once had in be- 
lieving when here in a poor ſtate on earth. This I take to be much 
the meaning of that phraſe, in 2 The/. 1. 10. When he ſhall come 10 
be admired in all them that believe, Oh | what glorious dreams are 
theſe to the world! and yet I know that with mine eyes I ſhall be- 


hold him in his glorious kingdom. Tbus it is, as he is riſen, and 
his bloſom ſhall never fade, that this glorious Roſe has converſa- 


tion with the Lilly of the valley, mentioned in the next verſe, even 


now while he is preparing her with his righteouſneſs, as his love a- 


mong the daughters, ſingling her out for the everlaſting embraces of 
her God : The Song of Solomon in general, and this expreſſion in 
particular, I am the Roſe of Sharon, is between Chriſt and the ſpouſe, 
not between Chrif and unconverted ſinners. Again, this perſon in 


glory, is capable of being enjoyed in communion, and even expc- 


rienced in his ſpiritual kingdom with the utmoſt delight; but / the 
notion of gathering him, as we do a roſe, doth not carry that reve- 
rence and due regard to Chriff in it as we ought to have. The 


gathering a roſe is feparating it from the ſtem upon which it grew, 


but Chriſt in our nature can be no ways ſeparated from God, he is 
capable of being enjoyed, as he is, but it is by a ſuitable enjoy- 
ment that muſt not alter nor remove him; for to ſeparate his 
humanity in our thoughts from his Godhead, is to diſworſhip him 
as Mediator, who is, as Mediator, the Roſe always flouriſhing. 
Indeed it is Chriſt's property, as the Shepherd of the flock, 70 gather 
the lambs in his arms, Tja. xl. 11. To gather the lillies, Cam. vi. 2. 
but not ours to gather him, as we do a role, by ſeparating it from 
the ſtem, for Chri/? is never to be ſeparated from the ſtem of 7e/e, 
from the root and offspring of David. | 
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I ſhall no² attempt 40 vindicate the Glories of 
Chriſt's Love, from ſome open Diſparagements 
of it. 


HE words of Brother Hunt are theſe : In this ſong of ſongs 

« we have an account of the breathing of the ſpouſe af- 
« ter her beloved, and J had almoſt ſaid, there is no love loſt be- 
«© tween Chrift and his Spouſe ; you will find both ſtriving, as it 
« were, who ſhall expreſs their love to the higheſt ſtrains. I grant 
« indeed the ſaints love to Ghrift is not commenſurate, with Chriſt's 
« love to them; yet in ſome things there is a dark reſemblance.“ 
In anſwer to which, I ſhall more fully exalt the Lord Jeſus Chri/? 
in the matter of his love, as it is ſuperlative and infinitely beyond all 
ſtrains and ſtrivings in a ſpouſe, and I queſtion not but it will ap- 
pear ſo to all the ſaints, who, by reaſon of uſe, as the apoſtle ſays, 
Heb. v. 14. have their ſenſes exerciſed to diſcern both good and e- 
vil, As the love of Chrif is in other parts of the ſcripture, it will 
hold to the ſame in the Song of Solomon, tranſcendantly greater be- 
yond the ſpouſe's love to him, by the following arguments. 


Argument firſt, Chris can command his own love to his ſpouſes 
Ps. x11i. 8. the Lord will command his loving kindneſs in the day- 
time; and did he not command his loving kindneſs in the day- 
time, in making her ſo many kind viſits as is mentioned in this ſong ? 
To beſtow upon her ſo many coftly and endearing tokens of his 
love? To put fo much beauty on her, and then commend her by 
ktting her out from top to toe? What power had he over his love 
when he would not be overcome by her unkind uſage to him? wet his 
locks with the drops of the night, praying ſolitary for her on me- 
mountains of deſerts, when ſhe was indulping herſelf in her bed of 
reſt; he pleads, open to me my ſiſter, my ſpouſe ; but ſhe denies, 
and pleads the putting off her coat, how could foe put it on & The avaſh- 
ing of her feet, how could jhe defile them ? Cant. v. ii. And notwith- 
ſtanding all this diſobedience of the ſpouſe by night, yet the Lord 
will command his loving kindneſs in the day-time, he will be found 
of her upon the firſt conviction of her fault, and her early ſeeking 
him in the ſtreets; he will overcome the fault, put it up, and put it 
off with power; he hath power over his own diſpleaſure, and can com- 
mand his own love, in the out-gvings of his heart to her. Whereas 
on the contrary, the ſpouſe ol Chr hath no commanding power 
of her love, but whenſoever ſhe acteth gracioully, and loves the 
Lord Feſus, it is by conſtraint of his over-ruling influence, hereby

But what compariſon can be made between commanding love and 
conſtraining love, the church loves Chriſt by dependance, but

Argument ſecond. Chrift can ſecure, eſtabliſh, and lengthen out 
his own love to his ſpouſe, through the vehement and ſuperlative 
affection he beareth to her, John xiii. I. Having loved his own, that 
avere in the world, he loweth to the end, Whereas ſhe (the ſpouſe of 
Chrift) cannot ſecure or eſtabliſh her own love to him, but relies on 
her Maker's pleaſure, who is her huſband for it, John xv. g. continue 
ye.in my love. 3 duty is continuance in my love, but your ſtrength 
muſt be my ſpirit for it, as appears John xv. 6. without me pe can dl 
nor hing. If without Chrift firſt diſcovering his love, the ſpouſe can- 
not love Chriſt; we may be. confident, that the utmoſt flowings out 
of her borrowed love, through the books of the Canzicles, being but 
the rays and the ſun- beam reflections of his own conimunicated love 
unto her, ought not to be repreſented by an almoſt ſaying there is 
no love loſt between Chriſi and his ſpouſe; for between that love 
that ſecures love, and that love that is ſecured by it, there is no 
compariſon ; for there 1s but one higheſt ſtrain of love, and that is 
on Chri/?'s fide, it being a contradiction in terms to ſay two ſuperla- 

tive degrees in one matter. 3 


Argument third. Chr:i/?*s love to his ſpouſe is as Gop's love, 
Jobn X. 3. I and my Father are one, one in love as well as one in 
nature, therefore Chr;/*s love to his ſpouſe riſes up to an equal degree 
of the Father's love to him, John xv. . as the Father hath lowed e, 
Jo have ] loved you; that is, as the Father hath loved me in the 
everlaſting union, and loved you with an everlaſting love, in the 
everlaſting relation unto me, ſo have I loved you; thus Chri/'; 
loving the ſponſe will bear a compariſon with God's loving Chri/, 
and with God's loving her too in a relation unto him; as, the Father 
hath lowed me, as Chriſt, me, as the firſt image of God, above all his 
other works; this is a high and a very glorious myſtery: 1 Would 
ipeak ſomething of it, as I, a poor worm, am able; and what an 
J able to ſay of it, any further than led into it by God the Spirit!

ſettlement, by conſtitution, not by fleſhly creation, yet, as after-

ether, meerly as the perſons of the one God among themſelves,

in a ſenſe wherein the Father is greater than Chrift, John xiv. 28.

xi. 3. the head of Chri/t is God; he is here conſidered not abſolutely 
as God, but relatively as God-man, and it was the love of the Father, 
in the days of eternity, he had unto the man of the unction; mind 
the great diſtinicton between his eſſence, as God, and his covenant, 
as the man in God; as to what he is in his divine eſſence, he plainly 
founds his argument on his divine will, Father, ſays he, I will; but 
as to what he aſks, it is as plain he founds it in is and his

Tis evident he prays for the openneſs of the glory in Heaven; 
where I am, ſays he, in my eſſence as God, and where I am by 
covenant to be as man for ever, ww:th the glory I had with thee before 
the world was, Fohn xvii. 5. that glory was the open glory of the 
man, as he ſtood in God with the Father. Therefore I call him the 

lory-man, the man Chri/? Feſus, ſet up from everlaſting ; but not 
heh everlaſting as the divine eſſence is, for that is naturally eternal, 
but from the beginning of God's ways, before his works of old, either of 
creation or the diſcovery of his cauſes, Here we will allow Mr. 
Huſſey his dictinction, that the man- nature of Chri/t is not of the 
ſame date with his divine effence.” - But his love is as everlaſting as 
his nature; the glory-man was with Goa, ſubſiſted in God from ever- 
laſt ing, therefore, ſays Chriſt, thor loweſt me before the foundation of the 
evorld, John xvii. 24. which is ſpoken of his human nature, as it 
then ſubſiſted in his divine perſon, in the view of God's mind, and 
the fixation of his eternal purpoſes. Thus Chrif? is the way unto 
the Father from the beginning, whereby we come to know God, for 
all that is in God beſides Chriſt-man, is without beginning. The 
Trinity is not to be ſtudied or known, but as we mingle the doctrine 
of Chri/!, and bring along with us the Wiſdom-mediator, as the 
human nature of CHriſt had a ſecret way to ſtand in Cod, and fo was 
the Glory-man from everlaſting, between Ce and all his future 
works; for we cannot give unto God creation-honour, if we ſhut

A few USES of the foregoing CHAPTERS.

The Doctrine of the Trinity ought not to ſtand as men have ſet it, 
for as they have laid it, it is very remote from the evangelical reve- 
lation of God in Chrift, for as ſuch it is approachable by the behever 
whilſt the man is an hiding place, covering the ſoul as in the cler 
of the rock, whilſt this glorious Majeſty paſſed by; for we mult not 


think to range theſe things in order without the Chef. Corner-fone, not 


to make Chri/t the chink-ſtone to fill up a common place, for in 
God's works of nature, grace, and glory, he filieth all in all. If he te 
the corner ſtone, why is he not ſet the firſt ſtone of all ? Yet Chrift is 
never thought of, as CHriſi, till redemption work takes place; Adam 
was made in his Image, after his likeneſs, as Chriſt was the firſt born 
of every creature; and yet we live under the goipel,as if it had been, as 
Joſbuæ ſays, on the other fide of the flood; but it we are riſen with Cyori/t, 
thould we not ſet our affections on things that are above, where 
Chri/t fitteth at the right hand of God in that glory he had with the 
Father from everlaſting ? Thus the miniſter and the people perith 
for lack of knowledge. row periſh ? methinks I hear iome fav, not 
eternally, (the leader in /rael will certainly prevent that) but perith 
in their vigour, life and ſpiritual-mindedneſs, in their communion and 
comiorts, in their rounds of attendance on Lord's days, ag week 
days performances, they periſh in their old ſtock for want of frech 
improvements, and ſeeing farther into Ci, for if we do not grow 
up in him, we wither, let us be what miniſters or churches we will.

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You may be ſure, that that ſubject, or ſermon will never do us 
any good that is not founded upon Chriſi; as Chriſi is founded up- 
on Ged, it will give us no diſtinct knowledge or eftabliſhment in the 
truth, unleſs it hath ſomething diſtinctly from Gd our Father, and 
from the Lord Jeſus, by the bleſſed Comforter. The Trinity, as it 
is known in, by, and through Cyriſt, is our life; and what life with- 
out communion ? and what communion without the knowledge of 
perſens ? and what knowledge without the Goſpel? The right 
preaching of the Trinity, in their perſons and operations, is the 
life of the churches; they would, die in all their duties, wither in 
all their hearing, loſe. the beſt enjoyment, which is the end of all

but J have in the og tenſe, which proves the everlaſting nature and 
commencement of it, the eyerlaſtingneſs of it that hath been, is to 
be perpetuated to an everlaſting that 1s to come. | 


Hence obſerve, the love of God is the glory of his grace, it is 
the quinteſſence of all his mercy to his elect, even whilſt they lie 
dead in treſpaſſes and ſins, the fall being decreed ſubſerviently to ex- 
alt the riches of God's grace, Eph. ii. 4, 5. But God, who is rich in 
mercy, for the great love wherewith he loved us, even when we were dead 
in fins, hath quickened ns together with Chriſt. EIT: 

I have lowed you, faith the Lord: yet you ſay 
ewherein haſt thou loved us? Wherein, ſays he, in election and all 
that belong to everlaſting ſettlements; and loved you fo as never ta 
hate you; I haveloved anciently before the foundation of the world.

Second, I have loved firſt, and brought it about upon an ever- 
laſting ſecurity, then you have loved next, herein is lowe, not that ave 
fowved God, but that he lowed us, 1 John iv. 10. loved us before we lov- 
ed him, therefore be ſure, / any man love God, the ſame is known of 
God, 1 Cor, viii. 3. He that loveth is known of God antecedenly 
to any man's loving him; and known of God influentially before 
his faith, as wrought by love, we love him becauſe he firſt loved us, 
1. John iv. 19. the Father choſe us to love before we loved, the Son. 
ranſomed us to love before we loved, the Holy Ghoft renewed us to 
love before we loved the Lord. The love of God in ſettlements from 
Everlaſting, the love of God in ranſom, the love of. God in regenera- 
tion, is a love that every way prevents us. ” |

Third, I have loved before drawing, therefore with loving kind- 
neſs have I drawn thee, becauſe I have loved thee with an everlaſt- 
ing love, in the very ſub-lapſarian or under-fall ſettlements, in the 
appointment of things, upon the pre-ordination of the fall ; loye is 
Fan before converſion, Rom. v. 8, But God commendeth his love 
towards us, in that while we were yet ſinners, Chriſt died for us: 
It was as free to God to love, to love us before the world was, as 
to love us yeſterday, in our blood, or a few years ago, when wewere 
ſinners, and had not through grace believed ; not brought home 
to God through Chriſt ; Oh! the riches of eternal grace! Oh! the 
privileges of this ancient love, when God comes to break it up, 
and to bring it forth in time. It was this thought that drew m 
* ſoul firſt and laſt to Chriſt, in reading Mr. Charnock's diſcourſe 


« of God's being the author of reconciliation in the covenant of 


« redemption; then it was ] felt the firſt eſſectual call of grace; 
« Oh! it was then cloſed with Chriſt upon this doctrine, in which 
“ he had ſo long before cloſed with me in aRedeemer's covenant; 
« and from thence I date my new birth, after I had been from a 
child ſober, well educated, conſtantly read the ſcriptures, two if 
<« not four chapters every day; prayed ſecretly upon my knees to 
* God twice every day, having been always uſed to it from fix 
« years old; yet as I grew up I found tender conviction grow 
« ſharper, and, as St. Paul ſays, ſtill when the commandment came, 
in revived, and I died. Religion did not kill this fin, but fin 
« knew at laſt how to ſtrike at this religion; and that after my 
« growing ſtricter and ſtricter, I wrote 3 I prayed longer, 
I read Mr. Allein's works, Mr. Baxter's works, and the more 

« I grew acquainted with theſe, I thought the more vehemently 
« I had committed the unpardonable ſin ; I heard a multitude of

« becauſe I had not done duties enough to rely on, and plead with 
« God; Yet if I prayed half an hour with ſome enlargement, I 
% would labour to draw ſome comfort from thence, and perſuade 
« myſelf that this was ſanctification; Ifled to it as my refuge, but 
« by and by ſickneſs came upon me, and a ſenſe of God's wrath 
« wet my mind as a ftorm ; then all the preachers in the world could 
«© not make me believe that I was one ruſh the better for all my 
% duties; but when God raiſed me again, then I aſſented to the 
« preachers marks and ſigns of grace, thought all was well, went 
on, and found peace, till the popiſh plot in 1678, and lo! we 
“all apprehended the French coming, and that London, where I 
*« then was, in danger of being conſumed with new flames, and

% ny years, after all my zealous profeſſion of Mr. Baxter's doctrine 
« and way to Heaven, which, 10 me, proved the greateſt doctrine 
« of licentiouſneſs I ever knew: and thus it was with my ſoul, 
cc till God directed me to Mr. Charnock's book; and what was it 
«I found in that book which converted me? Why, it was the

riches of grace, unſearchable grace and love! what a wonder of 
the goſpel, that the Holy Ghoſt, ſhould make it out beyond 
queſtioning, to me, that he lo ved me, and gave himſelf for me ?

have I drawn thee, aye, drawn thee indeed, not driven thee, this is 
man's doings, not thy maker's ; it was the Holy Ghoſt's work to 
draw thee to Chriſt, not to an empty profeſſion. So that the ever- 
laſting love of the Pather, in his Son Chriſt Jeſus, is the foundation 
cauſe, ſpring, . motive and covenant, that ſecures all, that ſecures 
my holineſs and happineſs. And now, in this everlaſting love, we 
come to know in the chain of wonders the marriage love prepared: 
God ſaw it was not meet that the covenant-glory-man ſhould be a- 
lone, though he ſtood in union with the Son of God, and had grace 
and glory ſertled upon him before the world began, yet he is not to 
ſtand alone, but muſt have a bride, a ſpouſe ; therefore He is called 
the Huſband and Bridegroom of his church; and in Ja. ix. 6. the 
everlaſting Father; which he could not be without having everlaſt- 
ing children, which was in his mind-counſel and purpoſe, for fa- 
ther and child are coeval, of the ſame date; a man is a man before 
he has an offspring, but not a father before he has a child. This 
perſon, our dear Lord Jeſus, was not to bealone, therefore the Fa- 
ther predeſtinated a ſpouſe for him; preſented a ſpouſe unto him in 
all that grandeur, glory, perfection and beauty, that infinite wiſ- 
dom had ordained for her, and he was to „bring her home com- 
pleat in all this beauty, as a glorious church, not having ſpot or worinkley 
or any ſuch thing. For J am not in time to come to what I was in 
eternity with God; nor ſhall I come up to it till I get into the o- 
ther ocean of eternity, upon the backſide of time. For the ſpouſe 
of Chriſt was to be a glorious body to him, a glorious ſpouſe unto 
this Man-Chriſt, choſen in, and when brought forth in covenant 
ſettlement, was given to this Man, ſubſiſting in God, and this 
glorious Hufband was beſtowed upon her ; ſo God himſelf, in the 
3 union of both natures, lays the foundation of his grace in 
imſelf to marry her, and to make that ſecret marriage in eternity, 
the unchangeable ſecurity of her open marriage in the goſpel-day of 
power, f at the reſurrection- day before all creatures, according to 
La. v. 4, 5.

Here take notice, that this deſolate and barren wife was the Gen- 
tile church, long before the goſpel had reached her, or before ſhe 
had to men a (open) being 1n' the world, yet, at that time, her 
maker was her huſband, inaſmuch as his love is the bond of the re- 
lation, it was all done to God, though it was all to be done as to 
men; for God had made it in the ſettlements that all the eke& were 
become a ſecret ſpouſe to Chriſt, that in time openly it might ap- 
pear ; that his love to them was as Chriſt has declared, John xvi. 
23. And haſt loved them as thou haſt lowed me; that is, haſt loved the 
head and the members with the ſame grace, haſt loved the bride- 
groom and the bride with the fame love together; as thou haft loved 
me, to make me their head and huſband, /o haſt thou loved them, to 
make them my members and married ſpouſe. Obſerve here, that 
Chriſt was a believing huſband. when ſhe was an unbelieving wife, 
and that he loved her as he loved himſelf ; as rhe father hath lowed me, 
Jo have I loved you; from whence can this proceed in an unchangea- 
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ble God, but from his grace in Chriſt Jeſus by everlaſting ſettle. 
ments? And here I would draw ſome uſeful obſervation, of this 
rich, this glorious doctrine of everlaſting love. 5 
Uſe the Firſt, I think it is no ways expedient for me to over- 

look the heart-riſing, and lip-rifing enemies againſt this doctrine of 
everlaſting love, in the ſenſe of union-grace before belieying ; many, 
rather than believe it, chooſe to die not only ignorant of it, but in 
ſtrong oppoſition to it. But, bleſſed be God, he ſtirs me up to give 
a faithful warning, to blow the goſpel trumpet whether men will 
hear, or whether they will forbear ; for we live in a ſleepy age, 
profeſſors are moltly engaged about the war, and what's the news ? 
inſtead of what's the truth, and what's the goſpel? Oh ! this ever- 
laſting love of God for me! It is a love in him quickening me, as 
it came down to my poor ſoul-; this helps my faith upon every re- 
membrance, more than all the dead, flat, cold formalities of offers 
eee they rather ſtrike the Chriſtian dumb than help his

Second, That Chriſt is mine, who ſaves me eternally; he muſt be 

mine with God before faith in the preparations and ſettlements of ever- 
laſting love; and mine as certainly to God before I believe, as he wil 
be mine to my own certain knowledge when I get to Heaven to him! 
Sirs, have you courage enough (I ſpeak to Miniſters) to defend your 
hais if a wan pluck them off your heads? And have you not courage 
enough to ſtand up for the doctrine of the church in her fulneſ; 
throughout all ages, in her myſtical head from everlaſting ; if it be but 
a dead frame, or natural courage, it is beſt to exerciſe that for God 
than to ſuffer men, by their natural courage, to run down the ways of 
God Moſt the love of God be ſuſpended: till the ſinner's faith, 
unleſs it be a love of pity? Doth nor God delight in my perſon in 
Chriſt, even while he pities me in Adam? God's pity is, indeed, one 
of the ſweet points of the Goſpel, P/al. cxvii. 2. for great is his com- 

Mon towards us; and as the Heavens are higher than the earth, ſo is 

is mercy, coming from this everlaſting love in Heaven, towards 
them that fear him; and as his mercy is the ſupernatural cauſe of that 
fear, ſo his everlaſting love, founded in his good will, is the cauſe of 
thac mercy ſhewn. Nevertheleſs, this diſtinction of God's love, that 
he loves his elect, with a love of pity, before he believes, and with a 
love of delight after he believes, is a very pitiful and empty diſtinction 
in the ſenſe of the ſchools, not to be followed by the preachers of the 
Goſpel; for the very ſuppoſition ſuppoſes what is impoſſible to be, 
viz. a change in the divine Being, that his love increaſes in his mind ; 
that it is not to me before I believe what it is after, which ſuppoſes 
the change in the creature, to make a change in God. Muſt my in- 
tereſt in Chriſt· be a doubt in itſelf, becauſe it is a doubtful thing to 
me till I have the ſpirit of faith that diſcerns it? Muſt an intereſt in 
Chrift be an impoſſible thing till faith ſecures it? Muſt faith realize 
and aſcertain my intereſt, to God, becauſe thereby it is realized and 
aſcertained to myſelf? Faith makes it no ſurer to God than it was be- 
fore; therefore, let men remember to give more glory to God than to 


faith; and more glory to Chriſt, who is the revealed object of SI

than to the acts of faith, Ah! it is pity that any of God's elect fit 
under thoſe zhat are unſtilful in the ws of righteouſneſs ; it is looked 
upon as an high attainment in goſpel-preaching, if miniſters do get ſo 
far into their work as 10 preſs the poor ſoul to come to Chriſt, though 
they never open the object ſuitably ; pay too little regard to th#Spirit's” 
working faith, and exciting faith when wrought, and all becauſe they 
are unacquainted with the #7 proviſion of grace, that has been made 
by the everlaſting love of the Father. The preacher preſſes thee to 
come; poor. ſoul / but he ſhould tell, that thy life, and motion of coming, 
ſprings from thy intereſt in everlaſting lobe, as all thy ſpiritual acts 
— from thy ſpiritual intereſt in the object: Every motion in thy 
heart God-wards ſprings from thy union with Chriſt, as the life and 
growth of the branches ſpring from their union with the vine: As 
there is three union- relations to Chriſt, before faith commences in the 
ſoul, which is, firſt, election- union; ſecond, repreſentation- union; 
and, thirdly, regeneration- union; out of all theſe ariſes a fourth union, 
viz. a vital union, which is the ſoul's cleaving to Chriſt by faith. 
I am for that faith that ſprings from union as ancient as eternity; 
for the church was Chriſt's beloved, and Chriſt was to God the 
church's beloved before the world was. I am for that created one 
that ſtood in God by ſettlement, and by that ſettlement mine: I am 
for that union, for that ſalvation, for that Heaven, for that love, the 
ſource of all, which were all mine by ſettlement, and then mine by 
communicative donation, and both ways by pure grace before I be- 
lieved; neicher is my faith the worſe but the better for this when it 
comes, though this is called a licentious doctrine, but far from it, I 
have found it to be the moſt ſpirited and lively doctrine to love and 
obedieace 3 when, on the other hand, I have found the doctrine of 
the law and conditions, to be the moſt licentious doctrine to me, even 
to a hating of God, and wiſhing there had been no religion in the 
world, and the time-doctrine of ſincere, inſtead of perfect obedience, 
brought me unto it. 8 | 


On the other hand, I could never learn that this doctrine of 
everlaſting love was a licentious doctrine ; it binds the heart to obe- 
dience, the will to ſubmiſſion, the affections to love, and yet men, in 

their unrenewed nature, as naturally ſtumble at it as they do at the in- 
carnation of Chriſt, who was et for the falling, as well as the riſing of 
many in Iſrael, and for a fign that fall be polen againſt. 


Oh! bleſſed be God for everlaſting love to the elect in his ſon 
Chriſt Jeſus! This fame ancient grace is efficacious grace, the Holy 
Ghoſt thereby makes found converts and ſettled Chriſtans z eſtabliſheth 
them in the faith, whilſt the conditional offers leave the mind in a 
toſſed condition; but, by ſhewing that the operations of the Holy 
Ghoſt, in creating faith, ſprings from everlaſting love, works faith and 
repentance, not as conditions, but as bleſſings of the everlaſting cove- 
nunt, the fruit of ancient jiove ; not by the creature to be performed, 
but by the Holy Ghoſt to be wrought in the ſoul, as bleſſings from 


above; they grow not in nature's garden, but in the field of * 
| ve 3 
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love; this is the way the Lord directs unto, in Fer. vi. 16. thus ſaith 
the Lord, fland ye inthe ways, and ſee, and aſe for the old paths, where 


is the good way, walk therein, and ye ſhall find reſt to your ſouls. As © 


Chrift ſtands in the old paths of election and covenant- ſettlement from 
everlaſting, he thereby becomes the way of reſt unto my ſou.

ſettling upon our perſons in him, faith and works will have their 

roper places, and is ſecured by it, for faith, repentance, holineſs of 
Looks and holineſs of life, can never fall nor fail ; whilſt everlaſting 
love, by the Holy Ghoſt's operation has engaged to perform them; 
tis here I reſt through grace, on this I live, with this I chooſe 10 
die: For I can ſee nothing againſt all this either in faith or manners, 
there is nothing againſt ir in faith, for there is redemption-grace as

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dation of the world, a union delighted in of God, a union in the 
love of his delights ; rejoicing thus thro* the days of everlaſting 
in his ſecret works, I was daily his delight; ſays wiſdom, as wel} 
before as after this confirmed union, for he was daily himſelf the 
delight of God in his ſecret works; ſo when the Father came af. 
terwards, to ſhew him the redemption of his fallen ſpouſe, it no 
ways interrupts the delight of God, nor the joys of Chriſt, but he 
goes on expreſſing the higheſt ſatisfaction, Prov. viii. 31. Rejoicing 
in the habitable parts of the earth, and my aelights' were with the ſons of 
men. God delighted in them as he viewed them in the Mediator, 
and the Mediator delighted in them as he viewed them with the Fa- 


ther, and received them at his hands. 
Hence it comes to paſs, from his own mediatorial love in chooſing 
us as the Father hath choſen him, that we are members of his bo- 
dy, of his fleſh, and of his bones, in the covenant- man, fore-ordain- 
ed to glory, and by the covenant of Jehovah ſettled in it, as the a- 
poſtle admirably ſpeaks from the Holy Ghoſt, in thoſe amazing 
words (not duly confidered by interpreters) which deſcribes the 
ſpouſe of Chriſt, in Eph. v. 30. for we are members of his body, of 
his fleſh, and of his bones; for he had a ſecret glorious body (as he 
ſtood in God) before ours, or ever we had any being in Adam, there- 
fore our bodies, fleſh,. and bones, comes into being, into nature, 
into grace, and into glory, by the pattern of his body, abo was te 
"man of God's right hand. © © OO | "WE. 
Indeed, we uſually carry it no higher, than that he took our na- 
ture on him, not conſidering that he was firſt ordained in the na- 
ture-man, and then we were ordained next into his man- nature; 
O incomparable love! not to be matched by men or angels ! what 
love hath Chriſt expreſſed to the church, which the church can never 
expreſs to Chriſt ! as our natural image comes from him, and when 
he hath given us a new nature, we cannot, in our new nature come 
to him and love him without himſelf drawing us; and yet all this, 
which we cannot comprehend, flows from his ancient love; for, 
conſequently, Chriſt and the church were one. myſtically, as a man 
and his wife of twain becoming one fleſh, are a figure of the myſti- 
cal union between Chriſt. and his church. Oh equality of grace 
and wonder ! has God pitched upon his ſon to be the man, ſo his

This evident- 
ly proves the love of the Holy Ghoſt unto the Ele&, for the fake 


.of whom Chriſt, under the operations of the Holy Ghoſt, is a Sa- 


viour, a ſeſus; as the Holy Ghoſt reveals his name anciently, and 
all as ſuited to the mediatorial office, therefore it is plain, that the 
Holy Ghoſt had an eye unto us, loved us in Chrift before we be- 
lieved, yea from the dates of eternity; which may be argued from 
the Holy Ghoſt's anointing and ſending Chrift to ſave his church, 
which, Chriſt himſelf declares, for, ſays he, the ſpirit ' of the Lord 
God is upon me; he hath anointed me to preach the goſpel, Iſa. xlviii. 16. 
and now the Lord God, and his ſpirit hath ſent me He hath ſent me 
for the Church's fake, as a teacher and leader for them, to bring 
them up out of great tribulations, and to make way for the ſpouſe, 


to come up out of the wilderneſs, leaning upon her beloved. He 


hath ſent me under his own anointing, to bring her up with all the 
powders of the merchant, and to go before the glorious company 
at the head of the whole train; he hath ſent me to the execution 
of my whole office, which is an undeniable proof that the Holy

x Father, Son, and Holy Ghoſt, are one in the execution 
of the plan of falyation by the man Chrift Jeſus; for the up- 
per order, or over-fall way, was glory, firſt ordained as the ulti- 


mate end, and creation and the fall, grace and reſtoration, the

love of God in all his perſons, to the haman nature in Chriſt, and 
to the Elect in him. digt SOT n Of RR.

Conſequently we mult of a certain cleave to the ſublapſarian way 
in the executions of all God's counſels ; for grace in redeeming the 
ele& and juſtifying them as fallen, &c. comes in after the decree of 
the fall; for it is only a fallen creature that can be the proper ob- 
je& of juſtifying grace, yet all theſe decrees and ſettlements of it 
were in Chriſt before the foundation of the world; fo that the exe- 
cutive decrees of the fall, and then juſtifying of the ele, in, by, and 
through Chriſt,” were to bring God's firft purpoſes of everlaſting 
love, ſettled in the ſecret glory, and his purpoſes of the ultimate 

lory to paſs, by intermediate things; for juſtifying and ſaving e- 
ect ſinners does come in between love from everlaſting in the ſecret 
glory of Chrift and the church, and love's ultimate enjoyment in the 
everlaſting glory of it. [> #1, FRE | I. 

Thus rt and laſt things are to meet by and through the inter- 
mediate ſteps of creation, the fall, redemption, juſtification, the 
new nature holineſs of life, &c. all in their order, and not one thing 
to be disjointed or out of place, and all this to ſet ont love to the 
uttermoſt ; for otherwiſe Jehovah was able to have given us the 
open glory (if it had been his pleaſure) as ſoon as he had given us 
an open being, But now to bring God's firſt and ultimate purpoſes 
together, in a continued chain of love-work, carried on by all 
the perſons in God, the links of which chain are various, fin, aMic- 
tion, ſickneſs, and death, | theſe come in to accompliſh God's ab- 
ſolute thoughts and purpoſes of the open glory of Chriſt and the 
church together: Thus, through ſin, ſuffering, and grace, it ſhall 
be wrought up to a full open glory inthe iſſue, without any inter- 
veneing fin or cloud, to ftain or darken it to all eternity. | 

It was then ordered, in thoſe ſettlements of the everlaſting mar- 
riage, that though to try her, ſhe ſhould be left to commit adultery 
with Mammon, and -marry the creature, yet, I ſay, though the 
church was left to marry another huſband, who was not her Ma- 
ker, nevertheleſs ſhe ſhould be called, and embrace tlie call too, 
snd return to her firſt huſband, and know, by the light of the goſ- 
pel, that it was better with her than now, as it is ſaid of Iſrael, 
Hof. ii.

To ſhew it to be all of 
grace, and to exclude boaſting, not to exclude. the righteous man 
ound in Chrift making his boaſt in the Lord, or declaring the work 
of God upon his ſoul, which is his duty, and the humble ſhall hear 
the ſame and be glad, whilſt the proud and carnal ſhall ſtumble

Well, this covenant with Chriſt, that was well ordered in all 
things and ſure, had ſubordinate councils in it to permit - the fall. 
And why? To bring it about as a way and means in matters of the 
| ſpouſe's concern, and as an oceaſion to prove her huſband's love, 
and his utmoſt faithfulneſs, who was her Maker, joined with the 
utmoſt mercy of God, and power of the moſt high to reſtore her, 
but not to reſtore her to Adam, for ſhe never fell from grace and 
glory in Adam, for.her grace and glory was given her in mw

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eſus, before the world began; | it was never put out of her huſ- 
d's hands to Adam; love, faithfulneſs, and mercy do all there- 
fore combine to. reſtore her to Chriſt, her huſband, out of Adam's 
ruins, who has kept her portion for her, in whom ſhe partook of 
all from everlaſting. 8 TY mt onto bans ft. 
Lo! the difference between her and the reſt in Adam; for the 
non: elect had all their portion put in Adam's hands, and they loſt 
all in him, but the elect had grace and glory kept in Chriſt's hands, 
and only their nature condition, or their natural ſtate, put into 4. 
dam's; that now Chriſt, their huſband, by that grace reſerved in 
ſtore for them, recovers gradually her nature loſſes, by better things 
than theſe, or than ever Adam had in Eden, for her reſtoration, by 
grace, is more glorious than ever Adam's ſtate was in innocency. 
Though the church fell from Chriſt, as created in his image and 
likeneſs, yet never fell from b an and glory of his heart, ſettled 
upon her in him before the world began; for it was not in the. power 
of fin or Satan, to remove what God had fixed by oath, and ſettled in. 
covenant; this was what preſerved her, therefore her Maker, which 
was her huſband, ſtretched forth his hands, and caught her, as the 
Greek verb uſed for his taking on him the ſeed of. 4braham doth , 
12 wiſely ordered, that upon her fall with the reſt of man- 
kind, ſhe was not abſolutely ſo great a loſer as they, for the reſt of 
mankind loft their all, all their purity, righteouſneſs, and innocen- 
cy; and indeed ſhe loſt the ſame, but here lies the difference, ſhe , | 
had another ſtock, her main ſtock was in ſafer hands than Adam's, 
bring hid with Chrift in God : Nevertheleſs it was ordered, to be im- 
offible ſhe-ſhould be ever brought to God, and ſo to Heaven, to 
hag huſband, till all the obſtacles of her lapſed ſtate be removed by 
Chriſt's mediation; God's everlaſting 2 were that all his 
love ſhould ſtop, not be broken off, and unchangeableneſs of love 
within God. is conſiſtent with ſtopping the out-goings of love, till 
Chriſt by his mediation became God's * to us; for by the fall 
we loſt his love communicatively, though by the fall we loſt it not 
proviſionally, for Chriſt was not to come, to purchaſe his Father's 
love, but to open the communications of it, to open love's paſſages 
ſor all ſorts of grace, as ranſom grace, reconciling grace, the grace 
of acceſs, comforting and conſolating grace, and ſo open all the paſ- 
ſages of love, which the fall had either ſhut or ſtopped up. | 
It was an unſpeakable ſcene of glory laid ! Nevertheleſs, before 
it opens, it is moſt fit the glory ſhould enter by the door of grace, for 
executive purpoſes, by execution have fully ſhewn grace to be grace, 
in that the fallen creature, by atſelf could never reſtore itſelf ; God 
therefore, to bring all to paſs, ordained the means, bleſſeth them 
to anſwer the end, to accompliſh his everlaſting glory, or to meet 
as ſo many lines in the center, in the man Chriſt Jeſus and his ſpouſe; _ 
and now it is that the ſeeret love of God, brought forth in the o- 
pen ways and means of its execution, remains according to the 
everlaſting preparations he had made in Chriſt. 


But God has ordered, that all the ancient glory be ſuſpended. 
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till the church be gathered in collectively by regeneration, which 
was to be the work of many ages, and ſhe is to paſs through many 
changes in her time: ſtate, ſhe muſt find it an hard thing to believe, 
(though the eaſieſt thing in life when God gives faith) to believe 
ſtedfaſtly into the fulneſs of Chriſt, and ſee therein into that anci- 
ent glory which was ſettled upon her from everlaſting. : 
To make this ſure, the Lord Chriſt; the Mediator, condeſcends with 
the Father in a mares, Fer ane ; they ordained that the Mediator 
ſhould be emptied for the ſpouſe's ſake, and the glory-man "put on 
her duſt, *tis ordered ſhe muſt be born; left to fin; made to die; tis 
enacted, that the Mediator muſt be born, and die for her, and reſtore 
her; the royal law paſſes by the votes of all the three in Heaven; 
accordingly Adam is created in the firſt open human means, by all the 
perſons in God, and it muſt be in God's image, or after the nature 
and likeneſs of the glory-man, not after the grace-likeneſs, much leſs 
the glory-likeneſs of the Mediator; our image, our likeneſs, ſays 
the three that bear record in Heaven, the Mediator being then by 

covenant God's fellow, in whom all his works of nature, grace and 

glory, are known, therefore called, Col. i. 15. the image of the in- 

-wifible God, the firſt-born of every creature; whom the Father loved 
before the foundation of the world, Jobn xvii. 24. in this way of inter- 
pretation, a clear anſwer appears to the old cavil, How can there 
| be an everlaſting union, an union before faith, when we are deſerib- 
ed as dead in treſpaſſes and ſins,” children of wrath by nature, &c. 
How can a man be related to two heads at the ſame time? J anfwer, 
as a man is related in his ſpirit or ſoul part to the Father of ſpirits, 
the creator, and at the ſame time, in his body part, is related to 
his earthly Father, ſo he may as conſiſtently be related to two heads, 
to Adam as a head of nature, to Chriſt as a head of grace and glory, 
as all nature's treaſure was put into Adam's hands, ſo all grace 
and glory treaſures were put into Chriſt's hands; but Adam's nature 
by ſin, being corrupt, ours from him is ſo too: Thus by the loſs of 
nature's innocency, nature's holineſs, and nature's communion 
with God, we are children of wrath. But then, as related to 
Chriſt our ſpiritual head of grace and glory, we loſt nothing by the 
fall of that glory ſettled upon us in fm before the world began: 
Hence it is a believer is perfect, and imperfect, holy, and unholy, 
at the ſame time, on a different account, and yet no contradiction, 
as a room is related to the owner and the lodger, to the tenant and 
the landlord, yet no one counts this inconſiſtent. RY 
But our fall from nature makes it abſolutely neceſſary, that we be 
all recovered and made the children of God again, by faith in Chriſt 
Jeſus, to bring us up to a meetneſs for, and poſſeſſion of the inhe- 
ritance, ſettled upon us as everlaſting children, or children of 
Chriſt, by adoption from the Father, upon which, when the Ho- 
ly Ghoſt gives us faith, we are built: This diſſolves the old knot, 
how we are in a different way, not how in the ſame way related 
unto two'different heads, our nature head, by Adam, our grace and 
glory head by Chriſt, and ſo the love of God appears unchangeable, 
one round of love, paſt, preſent, and to come, agreeing with his 
| name 
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name, I am, John iv. 16. and we have known aud bilieved the ht 
that God hath to us, God is love, and he that dwelleth in love, davelleth 
in God, and God in him; all which ſets forth how the Father hath 
loved Chriſt, and how he hath loved us in Chriſt, and how Chriſt 
hath loved us according as he hath ſeen the Father love us. 

And as the Father hath loved me, ſo have I loved you; by this 
is plainly meant the glory-love anciently towards Chriſt-man, and 
anciently towards the ſpouſe with him; the hath loved, and have 
loved, will match with the everlaſting ſettlements, and with the co- 
venant of his love and peace towar ds us. 

| Beſides, if Chriſt had ſtood thus in the love of God, as the man 
from everlaſting, and the; church from everlaſting with him, to 
what purpoſe had the old teſtament ſtiled him actually the man, 
Zech. 1. 10. and relatively as the huſband, Ja. liv. 5. and bridegroom 
of his ſpouſe ; and deſcribe him ſo long as the open man, if he was 
not actually with God the ſecret man, the covenant-man, in theſe 
times of the old teſtament? It is ſound to hold the perſon of the 
Mediator, God-man, to be one perſon and two diſtin& natures, 
but it is not ſufficient, if we do not begin the human nature as 
the ſecret glory-man with the Father from everlaſting, therefore the 
Old Teſtament diſcoveries are called ſhadows of good things to come; 
but could there be a ſhadow before there was the body to caſt that 
ſhadow. ? As the ſhadow of a tree comes from the tree, but the tree 
is before the ſhadow of it, ſo Chriſt exiſted with God, and in God, 
then he caſt a ſhadow of himſelf, by the rays of the law; and 
theſe ſhadows had never been, if there had not been a body to. caſt 
them; ee _— lays, P/al. Ixxx. 17. Let thine o_ - 
upon the. man of thy right hand, whom thou madeft flrong for thyſelf. 
«ar br —— cnh is under troubles, 2 = a he af- 
AiMion with an eye to Chrift ; Oh! fays ſhe, Lord, if thou doſt 
thus and thus with ſuch worms as we, thou wilt bring us to no- 
thing ! If thou doſt exact payment of us to divine juſtice, out of 
our inſolvent ſtock, we muſt go to a perpetual priſon. Oh! no, 
God's remedy muſt be our remedy, his proviſion our payment, 
let thy hand be upon the man of thy right hand! Let thy hand be 
upon the man in ſecret glory, upon the man exalted as reſponſible 
for ever! and what follows? . Upon the fon of man, whom thou madeſt 
Areng for thyſeſf; madeſt ſtrong, by giving him a covenant - ſubſiſ- 
ene in the ſecond glorious pcr/on, for himſelf to iſſue in his own 
8 Ory.

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O ſum up the matter, as the Father had predeſtinated, that

1 drew, them with cords of a man, with bands of love. Our converſion 
1s. built upon free grace, though brought about by ſevere juſtice 
done to Jeſus Chriſt, for when God draws, we find both a ſweet 
and effectual motion in it. The Father here ſhews us by the 
prophet, What he did by Chriſt; I drew them with ſuch motives 
and arguments as I . took from the firſt covenant-man, with bands 
of love, covenant love; obligations by free promiſe and oath to. 
Chriſt: I loved him, and loved them in him, and gave them from 
everlaſting to him; thus it is a love, not confined when I am 
pent up, but is free to give vent and utterance, and ſcope unto 
itſelf; ſometimes it comes into the ſoul with a thought, a kindling 
power, a melting Kindneſs, - a ſweet and irreſiſtible impulſe, a 
ſeal of loving kindneſs, and doth not meddle with our duty of- 
praying, mourning, or ſtriving, &e. but is ſo much above it, 
that it makes you come preſently. upon your knees, and perhaps. 
ſolemlny too; yet, it may be, feel nothing of the drawings of 
divine love: So free is grace, I have known ſometimes in prayer, 
I have loſt all that ſweet communion with God, I have had a few 
minutes before in heavenly meditation; yea, that communion which 
hath not been a ſudden thing, but more fixed and durable in my 
ſoul,” that which grace hath kept up a long time in holy medita- 
tions, when I have been neither writing nor reading, but walking, 
and often awake in my bed; it hath ſoon worn off in the very act 
of praying, when I have thought to go to work more ſolemnly : 
Now if I had not a better way than praying, to know. whether 
I am dear to Chriſt, what would become of me in point of ſervice? 
what would any man know what to make of his ſoul's eſtate, that 
ſhould fit under my miniſtry, when I was thus at a loſs to give a 
conſiſtent account, with the doctrines of ſalvation, how I am, ar 
any other ſoul is, dear to Chriſt? _ 8 4 % nim os 
I am ſo far from praying to this end, that I may be dear to 
Chhriſt, that T-always, through. ſome meaſure of grace or other, 
(bleſſed be the Lord) believe I am dear to him, as the principal 
cauſe and encouragement why I do pray unto him. And though 
my comfort is often damped in the coldneſs of my duty, yet & 
_ conſcientiouſly. continue my duty; why? to profeſs my ſubjection 
to the Lord, he is thy: Lord, and worſhip thou him, Pſalm xlv. 11. 
therefore, I prefer a cold prayer before none at all: It is better 
1 . 7 7 to 
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to bring words that want a ſoul, than neglect to bring our bodies, 
that have ſouls in them: Take with you words, He. xiv. 2. if you 
cannot take the ſpirit, and pray; ſtill it ſhews. me that T am not 
to judge of my ſtate by prayer, except it be Chriſt's prayer for me, 
(and indeed one fight of Chriſt's love, is worth more than all the 
prayers of the church of God) yet I pray, to bleſs God that grace 
was ſo free to me in the wilderneſs, when I had thrown up all 
for the world, the fleſh, and the devil; I pray to bring my thank- 
offering before him, that I was dear to Chriſt, before I put up 
one requeſt to God in my life: Now here is reaſon to pray con- 
ftantly, becauſe I know that all beheving prayer, is built upon 
Chriſt's interceſſion, and that ſpirit given me from Chrift will teach 
me to pray with an oye to all further diſcoveries of love, which 
the Advocate hath made way for unto my foul: This is praying 
in faith, according to what God hath ſaid ſhall come to paſs, that 
Before they call, I will anſwer; and while they are yet ſpeaking, I will 
bear, Iſa. Ixv. 24. ET» Þ 175 + HE 
Argument Third, To be dear to Chriſt, i preventing grace, 
in the very ſettlements - of grace in Chriſt Jeſus, as my calling, 
and conſequently, my. praying proceeds from thoſe ſettlements 


and donations of grace that firſt made me dear to him, 2 Tim, i, g. 


Who hath ſaved us, and called us with an holy calling; not according 
ta our works, but according to his own purpoſe and grace, which was

Argument Fourth. To be dear to Chriſt, is without a change: 
His love is ſtill unchangeable, 2 Tim. ii. 13. F ave believe not, yet 
be abideth faithful; faithful to his promiſe and covenant ; if we are 
unfaithful to our engagements, he is alſo faithful to renew us again 
unto believing; if we are. frail or faulty, and from either cauſe 
do believe not, yea he was faithful for us, and to us, before we 
believed on him; to ſend Chriſt Jeſus for us, to take away our ſins,” | 
and the obſtacles that ſhould lie in the way of our effectual call- 
ing; as alſo to preſerve us in Chriſt Jeſus, till the time of our 
Mig came, and in all he ſhews it to be the ſettlements of un- 
changeabie grace that makes us dear to Chriſt. 


Argument Fifth and laſt. To be dear to Chriſt, is an orderly 
love. It is a relation built upon, dear to God in love, and then 
at length, in flowing down, ſecures our obedience, praying and 
mourning, &c. as obedience flows from Chriſt's love, not Chriſt's 
love from our obedience. How then is it, if we do as our teachers 
and miniſters direct us, we may be dear to Chriſt? Moſt certainly, 
ever we do fo, it is becauſe we are dear; we were dear long 
before we did it, as the true and only ground of our being brought

To give the reader therefore ſome help, in a conciſe ſtate of the 
matter, in a confidence and harmony according to the word of God, 
as yea and yea, not yea and nay, let us, as wiſe and underſtanding 
«vhat the will of the Lord is, Eph. v. 17. look at a right converſion 
to the Kingly office of Chriſt. For all ſound Chriſtians, of any 

| ſtanding 
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Randing in coverſion to Chriſt, muſt, leſs or more, at one time or 
other, be convinced of this, that converſion muſt firſt -be- to Chriſt's 
prieſtly office, before it can be converted to his Kingly office; that is, 
it muſt firſt have ſome hope of pardon, before it can have any plea- 
ſure in obeying, though it is done by the power of the Kingly office, 
in the light of the teaching · office, or what we may call the propheti- 
cal office of Chriſt: For 2 or the act of turning, is always 
to do again, and to be repeated after every act of departure from 
the living God, though it be but a departure from him in our 
thoughts: Although Regentration was wrought at once, in the ſame 
inſtant, and when we are brought to new a&s of converſion, or 
turning again and again (I mean from ſelf, from ſin, and creatures) 
to eye him, and receive him as our oſpel-ſalvation, ſtill the ſame in 
his prieſtly office, the office of Chriſt in the matters of his righte- 
ouſneſs and blood, whether ſacrificed upen the croſs, or pleaded in 
advocacy on the throne; in the light of this we diſcern his teach- 
ings, by the holy ſpirit, and in the peace and love of this, ſhed a- 
broad in our hearts by the Holy Ghoſt, given unto us, we are pre- 
pared to turn unto him, asour King and Huſband, under his own 
ſweet and eaſy laws, ſuited to our new relation by the Holy Ghoſt. 


Well then, till by freſh experience I feel his blood, and diſcern 
his ſacrifice, his once offering up of himſelf, I am ſure I can never 
yield afreſh unto his ſceptre ; all Mr. Hunt's way, in his propoſed 
Rate of trying your intereſt in Chriſt, doth but bewilder a poor ſoul; 
It is the blood of Chriſt, which tlie ſpirit in his work uſeth on me, 
takes away the ſtony heart within me; I know nothing elſe but 
this matchleſs reſult of free grace, which the ſpirit brings home, and 
applies ſweetly, to diſſolve it. Now, at the diſſolving of this ſtone 
by blood, the blood of” Jaſus, which cleanſeth from all fin, before I can 
find one law of Chriſt written in my heart, *tis his gracious yielding 
to me is my alone comfort; I am aſſured of this, and can ſay, I 
truly experience it, for I never yielded up my heart to Chhriſt, 
till Chriſt yielded down his hand to my heart: I always found the 
ſpiritual part of the work impoſſible; nay, I could not ſpiritually 
put forth one act in it, till the grace began on his fide, my heart 
was a heart of ſtone, contrary to yielding, till his hand was a hand 
of love in the time of love, and fully reached my heart; the word is 
plain in Ezek. xxxvi. 25, 26, 27. there is cleanſing of my perſon be- 
fore the ſoftenening of my nature; a dirty ſtone may be waſhed be- 
fore diſſolving, but the whole applicatory work of the goſpel begins 
with God's effectual calling us. The firſt of all is, I will ſprinkle 
clean water upon you, and you ſhall be clean;” then as a diſtinct 
and next thing in Ka ce a new heart will I give you, and a new 
ſpirit will put within you; and I will take away the ſtony heart 
out of your fleſh, and I will give you a heart of fleſh.” This fol- 
lows the cleanſing part; and then, laſtly, here are the principles of 
yielding obedience to Chriſt's Kingly office, and I will put my 
* ſpirit within you, and cauſe you to walk in my ſtatutes ; ye ſhall 
keep my judgments to do them; all this is done in order.

I muſt Tee the prevalency of the ſacrifice made, and the propriety of 
the facrifice ſettled in the Lord's covenant to be for me, if ever 1 
come to Chrift to receive conſolation from him; for I look to what 
I ſee, tlie poſitive proper ſatisfaction made by Chriſt for me, and 
for all my fins before J had a heart to come, as the ſatisfaction of 
Chrift made to God was for me, in order to procure a believing 
heart to come, even when T had no heart to eome, to reft'my ſoul 
on Chrift, becauſe I have the diſcoveries already, which were pro- 
cured by the ſame ſatisfaction, as I ſaw his righteouſneſs and blood 
were for me in particular. My heart never ſpiritually ſet out upon 
2 may-be, it was otherwiſe. I did not come to Chriſt upon any 
perſwaſive ifs, but I came upon poſitive drawings to the object God- 
man, in clear and diſtin& diſcoveries of his perſon; righteouſneſs, and 
grace to my ſoul; I felt his power, after I beheld his fulneſs ; I faw 
it to be for me, before I had a heart and courage to take it up; a- 
gain, hedrew me to himſelf, he won me to his righteouſneſs, melt- 
ed my heart, and overcame me with his beauty, in the very diſco- 
veries of himſelf to me; the. motions of my ſteps had never been, if 
the views and joy of my ſoul, in looking unto Jeſus, never had pre- 
ceded; if diſcoveries had not taken off uncertainties, I am ſure there 
had been no effectual influence on my will, to bow me and incline 
my heart to Chriſt ; The certainty of it in my views, made me run;

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1 got more ground now in a thought, than I uſed to get under a 
whole ſet of motives and directions; for goſpel-faith is no blind 
faith, nor round-a-bout faith; if I ſee my object certain, it draws 
my heart to him; I cannot often ſee his ſmiles, but I muſt be 
changed in the whole frame of all I ſee by them. The' ſweetneſs 
of love, in the certainty of the object, overcomes, He ſhews himſelf, 
and I come by the ſame grace ; I ſee, but he always reveals his loye, 
and diſplays his arm, in the light of God's countenance, before I 
move forward, the light ſhines, and takes mine eyes, before I ap- 
proach the ſame object; and then am made at length to roll my- 
* ſelf on Chritt, to rely and cleave, to truſt and repoſe my entire con-

Here I would perſonate ſome poor ſoul that wants Chriſt's help to 
come to him, it may be, reader, this is thy caſe, thou feeleſt an hard 
heart, and a captive ſoul's bonds, and art ſtraitened within thy- 
ſelf, and wanteth a coming power, added to thy ſeeing eye, to come 
and venture all that thou art, and haſt, fin and grace, upon Jeſus 
Chriſt.

helps me to ſee his fulneſs, the fulneſs of his blood, and the abomi- 
nation of my own fin beſide; and it is a ſtay to my heart to behold 
the Temedy in the Son of God provided, and ſet againſt my corrup- 
tions, which remedy I ſee doth vaſtly out-balance and weigh down 
the hurt that all within my heart can do me: It revives me, that 
though I look into this heart of mine, and ſee not one dram of holi- 
neſs, but behold filthineſs, and putrifying ſores every time I ſearch 
it, to know how jt is with me: Yet it is a gracious relief to me 
that Chriſt the Pl ſician is mine ;—but how do I know, by the 
faith of ſeeing? Becauſe I ſee him graciouſly ſtand before me: He 
hath viſited my ſoul, opened my wounds, and made me know my 
own deformity ; yet, nevertheleſs, when L have goſpel-views of 
Chrift, and ſee the human nature in his ſufferings for my fins, I am 
relieved in ſearching my heart under all the views of fin in me ;— 
J ſee my views refreſh me, and feel a rock underzeath ſupport me. 
The Lord is pleaſed to give me a ſight of all my fins, that is, all 
manner of corruptions in me, Rom. vii. 21. 23. I behold all the 
filthineſs of abomination in my ways amaffed together in my heart, 
3 I take notice, the holier I ſtrive to be in my duties, yet the more 

Ithy under all theſe endeavours do I amazingly behold myſelf, in 
myſelf, yet clean in Chriſt; whar a furtherance 1s this to my com- 
ing to Chrift, when I come diſcerning what he hath done for me, 
though in the light I ſee I am fold under fin, yet I have views which 
preſent an infinite virtue-ranſom too, that hath bought my pardon, 

and comprehends my freedom: This ſatisfying price, being a moſt. 
certain redemption in itſelf, and a particular redemption to me, 
and though this looſens my chains, yet it doth not entirely break 
off my bonds ; this is the work of farther grace, and this is the view | 
that gives me the gracious hopes, the ſweet encouragements of my 


fafeſt intereſt : In theſe views I ſee if I had a thouſand times ten

thouſand. times more fin, if it had been poſſible than I have, yet this 
ranſom-blood of Chriſt would cleanſe me from all fin : All my filthi- 
neſs therefore, whatever it be inherently, is notwithſtanding in that 
fundamental cleanſing, once for all myſtically cleanſed away in the 
botto:a-relation I myſtically ſtand in to Chriſt, even while fin conti- 
nues in me inherently, and I am now by virtue of this radical cleanſe 
ing compleat and without ſpot in him. Aye, ſays ſome, here is pre- 
ſumption with a witneſs ; aye, ſays I, ſo there is, as he muſt ap- 
prehend it, and never do I expect to come to Heaven without abun- 
dance of, that to carry me on thither, which ſome call preſumption. 
Well, to reconcile and clear it more, I look to the truth revealed in 
the written word, and there I find he died and made ſatisfaction 
point- blank for ſuch a ſoul, for ſuch a ſinner as I, who toad off and 
had no heart to come. is encourages me now to take up this 
ranſom-blood as mine. I find by the ſtrength of the quickening arm, 
that will work when the Lord pleaſeth, that he will work more 
| ſtrength and grace in me when he ſees it meet; this lot falls to me, 
let it fall how it will to another, and, by all tokens in my object, 
it muſt be fatisfaftion made for me. For the ſatisfation of Chriſt 
is not to make, through the drawing of the ſpirit, and the coming of” 
the ſoul are yet to do; upon this principle I am helped to more ap- 
proaches of my ſoul to Chriſt, ſpiritually in a day, than I was wont 
to find in the other conditional divinity in ſeven years. It may be, Rea- 
der, thou canſ not lay hold of comfort, becauſe thou art not come to 
Chriſt for comfort, inwhom that comfort is founded, from whont it flows, 
by whom it is conveyed; what then, ſoul, through grace thou ſeeſt him, 
and in him thou ſeeſt that thy very firſt comfort is darted as a ſun- 
beam of Heaven into the inner chamber of thy heart. Thy faith is 
but an embrio, the ſhape of it yet is not all perfected in the womb of 

thy mind, as a faith to reach to all the lively proportions of it, for 
the motion act of faith is a more ripening act than the fight of faith; 
to ſee and believe is the firſt act, but to come and believe is a farther : 
act. For I have plainly ſeen the eyeing- act of faith, diſtinct from th 
yenturing-aCt of faith, and that the former is ſometimes a long while 
in the ſoul before the latter; that is, my brazen ſerpent act of faith, 
eyeing my object for caſe and remedy, as I am ſick and ſtung : But 
my golden-ſceptre-faith is approaching the object, as I am made 
ſtrong by God the Spirit, being married to the ſame Lord who 
holds his grace forth of beſtowing what I aſk. 24

Argument 4th. None are ſhut up by impotency after faith is given 
them, though uncleanneſs be diſcovered, tis not the matter of ſin or 
uncleanneſs that ſhuts them up, it is the want of faith and ſtrength, not 
the want of holineſs ; I am able to come polluted, but not in a ſtats 
of unregeneracy. So that if the Lord gives me faith to come to 
Chriſt with filth of fin, compaſſed with pollutions, I go to Chriſt with 
theſe pollutions laid open, be not afraid, only believe is the word ;

_ filthinefs and from all your idols will I cleanſe you. Again, if any thing 
entangles the ſoul, and the poor heart doubts, ſaying, ſurely I am not 
clean; ſurely I am not clean. Why, then he will make new expe- 
riments of his grace, ſuch as his ſoul hath not been uſed to heretofore, 
.. new. wonders,. and open all the maſs, treaſures, and ocean of the 
blood of Chriſt at once, and that for ſin, and for this very ſin, un- 
cleanneſs, which troubles thee, Zech. xiii. 1. In that day there foall be 
fountain opened to the houſe of David, and to the inhabitants of Jeruſa- 
lem, for fin and for wncleanneſs. Doth not this ſet forth ſouls going to 
_ Chriſt with all their filthineſs ? If it was not to waſh away filthineſs,

Argument 6th. [The woman taken in adultery, in the very act,

n no morg: Likewiſe, David's filthineſs, in the matter of Bethſhe ba, 
Vas a grieyous pollution, and yet under that contamination he was 
vot too filthy in the caſe and condition of his ſoul (in all thoſe aggra- 
vations) to come to Chriſt by faith: This is a clear argument, that 
pollution ought to be no obſtacle. How unclean was David ? What 
moral filthineſs had he contracted? and, yet to whom did he repair 
but to Chriſt ? and what was it in Chriſt but his blood, that was a full 
and preſent remedy, for his filthineſs and blood-guiltineſs beſides ?

Argument 7th. The ſtung Iſraelites, did in their pollutions look 
towards the brazen ſerpent for a cure of their poiſon, - becauſe they 
were too weak and wounded to move out of the place where the 
- fiery ſerpents had bit them, and ſo could not but look to the brazen 
ſerpent upon the G : Accordingly, it proves the lawfulneſs of 
ſouls coming to Chriſt in all their defilements, ſince looking and 
S425 4 ; coming 
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coming is both to the lame end. And is looking by faith to the Savi- 
our's blood to be obſtructed by a caveat of being too filthy, when 
Chriſt died for blaſphemers, 1 Tim. i. 13. for perſecutors, for chief 
finners, ver. 15. for idolaters, fornicators, and adulterers, for thieves, 
drunkards, and extertioners, 1 Cor. vi. 9, 10, 11. yea, for murderers, 
Luke xxiii. 34. not to fave them in this ſtate ;. no, his cleanſin 
blood was ſhed to fave them from the filth of it, from the guilt = 
condemnation of it, therefore a ſoul cannot be too guilty or filthy 
to go to Chriſt for ſalvation; becauſe he goes to Chriſt to be ſaved 
from the filth of ſin, as much as the curſe due to ſin: He hates the 
pollutions of his heart as much as he fears the wrath that hangs o- 
ver his guilty: head, as his defires are as much to be ſaved from the 
contaminating nature of ſin, as from the condemnation of it, there- 
fore he goes to Chriſt to have his mind purifed by faith in his blood, 
being encouraged by thoſe words in Heb: vii. 2 5 Wherefore he is a- 
Ble to ſave them to the uttermoſt that come unto God by him, ſeeing he ever 
liveth to make interceſſion for them: And, indeed, we find that cleanſ- 
ing grace is as precious and defirable to the eonvicted ſinner as par- 
doning blood: So if Mr. Hunt meant by being too filthy, a ſoul's 
deſire to be ſaved in the filth of fin, he ſhews himſelf a ſtranger to 
divine experience : Orif he meant too filthy for Chriſt to ſave, he 
ſhews his ignorance of the redeeming efficacy of the blood of Chriſt,

Ohl the tranſcendent beauty of the Man riſen 
rom the dead, in perſonal union with God, both natures in one per- 


bon, the ruddy beauty, by whom Sharon's roſe was made with a 


excel- 
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peculiar excelleney above all other 8 to ſhadow forth his peculiar 
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excellencies, who is fairer than the children of men ; the livelinefs' 
of his face in Heaven, his glory-complexion at the right hand of 
God, as he is the church's bridegroom, this Roſe of Sharon ſnadow- 
ed forth his reſurrection, beauty and exaltation.

Second, The Roſe of Sharon had alſo a tranſcendent fragrancy, be- 

ond the fragrancy and ſweetneſs of other common roſes ; there was 
hoch an excellency of ſcent and ſweetneſs in Sharon's fields, from 
th. is excelling production of thoſe kind of roſes, as perhaps there was 
not ſuch another place to be found in the whole world. 


So the ſweetneſs of Jeſus Chriſt, at the right of God, to all that 
have ſpiritual ſenſes exerciſed to diſcern between good and evil, 1. e. 
experience of that kind to take in the ſavour of his grace from the 
right hand of God. Oh! theſe experienced ones find ſuch a tranſ- 
cendent fragrancy in the enjoyment of Chriſt's perſon and love, made'

Third, The Roſe of Sharon had a tranſcendent bleſſing above all 
roſes in the world; all Canaan was a covenant - land, and bleſſed 
more evidently than other countries, particularly Sharon was a ſpe- 
cial place for roſes of the beſt production, and was eminently bleſſ- 
ed with that kind :—Sharon was a place famous for feeding flocks 
and herds, 1 Chron. xxvii. 29, and the evangelical prophet, with 
his eye upon the goſpel, that foretold ſome ſpiritual and, myſtical 
application of this, in a way of grace by Jeſus Chriſt to the church 
of God, Va. Ixv. 10. And Sharon ſhall be a feld of flocks for my people 
that ha ve ſought me. | „ 0 5841 10 

Thus, as in Sharon literally, men kept their flocks of ſheep; ſo 
Sharon's neighbouring roſes were diffuſed ſweetly in their” balmy 
odours among the ſheep walks ; David, the ſhepherd, and therein a 
regal type of Chriſt, had kept his Father's flock in Judah ; and, lo, 
the Sharon rote was by the Lord Chriſt, the roſy ſhcpherd that kept 
his Father's little lock, his church, the aflemblies of his ſaints, who 
worſhip him in the beauty of holineſs ; for theſe have Chriſt's own goſe

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el paſtiires to feedin, where all the fragrant virtue and influence olf 
fis preſence comes, as the roſes did among the flocks of Sharon. He 
is, by the virtue of his fragrancy, through the holy ſpirit, the com- 
munion-roſe of ſaints, with peculiar ſweetneſs and delight between 
himſelf and his church, as ſhe enjoys him as the Roſe of Sharon, 
It is therefore Chriſt ſet forth in his exalted ſtate, and not in his 
crucified ſtate, that is here meant in the text. Now, if we take hint 
in all his glory in Heaven, and you ſee him in all that full glory, 
even as he ſtood in the love of ? Father from everlaſting, it is in 
this glory of his the ſaints ſhall have communion with him, but hers 
darkly and imperfectly, till that which is in part is done away, then 
that which is perfect ſhall come, and then ſhall we know that Chriſt 
is the glory-kingdom-roſe in the mid{t of the paradice of God, tg 
be enjoyed in the tranſcendent beauty ſweetneſs of his glory-bloom, 
in the everlaſting Eden above, as his glory reigns in Heaven; yet he 
ſhall have in his church a thouſand years glorious open bloom on 
earth, from the amazing proſpects of his throne, and the whole 
earth ſhall be lightened with his glory, Amen, even ſo come Lord 
Jeſus Chrilt, h ö
